; T was in Jmsin the Year itf^o. 
that Charles the Second, im- 
doubted heir of Charles the 

t'irft, of glorious Memory, 
Great Britain^ Frai'.^e and Ireland^ 
(after his R(.yal Fat':<r had been "o'^t'ci'i.t- 
oufly murderedj and bimfelf baixiwiO. Vi-A

own Dominions, by his own rebellious Sub- 
jefts ) took Shipping at Scheveling in Hoi-' 
landy and having efcaped great Etengers at 
Sea, arrived loon after at Sj>ey in the 
North o? Scotland. 

On the firft of January following His 
Majejly was crowned at Scoon^ and an Ar- 
my failed in that Kingdom, to invade this, 
in Hope to recover His Regalities here, 
then moft nnjuftly detained from him by 
fome Members of the Long Parliament^ 
and jflDUbet Cromtoell their General, who 
foon after moft traiteroufly afHimed the 
Title of Protestor of the new-minted Com- 
monwealth of England^ Scotland and Ire^^ 
land. 

Of this Royal-Scotch Army the gene- 
ral Officers were thefe. Lieutenant Gen. 
David Lejley^ L. Gen. Middleton^ (who 
was fince created Earl of Middletony Lord 
Clarmonty and Fettercairn) Major Gen. 
Majfey^ M. Gen. Montgomery^ M. Gen. 
Daliely and M. Gen. Vandroje^ a Dutch 
Man. 

Tae firft of Augufl I (5 J I His Majeftf 
•with His Army, began his March into 
England \ and on the fifth of the lame 
Month, at His Royal Camp at Woodhoufe 
near the Border^ publilhed His gracious 
33eclaration of general Pardon and OW/- 
^ion^ to aU his loving Subj^fts of the Bong- 

doiA 
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dom of England and Dominion of fFales^ 
that woidd defift from aflifting the ufurped 
Authority of the pretended Commonivealth 
of England^ and return to the Obedience 
they owed to their lawful King^ and to the 
ancient happy Government of the Kingdom^ 

Except only ^©Uber CromtocU, ^enrp 
3rEton, ;|oljn 3BratjO)ato> 3[ol)n Coolt, 

( pretended Solicitor, ) and all others, who 
did aflnally lit and vote in the Murder of 
His Royal Father. 

And laftly did declare, "That the Ser- 
wee being done^ the Scotch j£rmy Jhould 
quietly retire^ that fo all Armies might 
be disbanded^ and a lajiing Peace fettled 
'with Religion and Right eoufnefs. 

His Majefty, after the Publication of 
this gracious Offer, marched His Army in- 
to Lancafhire^ where he received Ibme con- 
liderable Supplies from the Earl of Derby ^ 
(that loyal Subjetl,) and at tVarring- 
ton Bridge met with the firft Oppofition 
made by the Rebels in England^ but His 
Prefence loon put them to flight. 

In this Interim His Majefty had lent 
a Copy of His Declaration, incloled in a 
gracious Letter to 'Thomas Andrews^ then 
Lord Mayor, ( who had been one of His 
late Majefty's Judges) and the Aldermen 
of the City of London^ v/hich, by Order 
of the Rump-Rebels, then fitting at fFeJi^

mnftefy was (on the 26 of ^ugufi) pub- 
lickly burnt at the old Exchange by the 
Hangman, and their own Declaration pro- 
claimed there and at Wejiminfter^ with 
Beat of Drum and Sound of Trumpet; 
ty which His facred Majefiy^ ( to whom 
they could afford no better Title than 
Charles Stuart) His Abetters^ A- 
gents and Complices ^ were declared Traitors^ 
Rebels and publick Enemies. Impudence and 
Trealbn beyond Example ! 

After a tedious March of near 300 
Miles, His Majefty, with his Army, on 
the 2 2d of Augujly pollefled himlelf of 
JVorcefter^ alter fome fmall Oppofition 
made by the Rebels there, commanded 
by Col. John James. And at His En- 
trance, the Mayor of that City carried 
the Sword before His Majefty, who had 
left the Earl of Derby in LancaJhirCy as 
well to fettle that and the adjacent 
Countries in a Pofture of Defence againft 
Cwm\tJcU and his Confederates •, as to 
raife fbme auxiliary Forces to recruit His 
Majefty' s Army, in cafe the Succefs of a 
Battle ihould not prove fo happy as all 
good Men defired. * 

But ( luch was Heaven's Decree) 00 
the 2 5 th of Augufty the Earl's new raised 
Forces, being over-powered, were totally 
defeated, near Wig^any in that County 

by 
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by Col. Lilburny with a Regiment of re- 
bellious Se^aries, In which Conflift £he 
Lord fFiddringtony Sir Thomas Tildejly-y 
Colonel TroUopj Colonel Bointon^ Lieute- 
nant Colonel GaJliardy ( faithful Subjefta 
and valiant Soldiei;^) with Ibme others 
of good Note i were (lain j Colonel £rf- 
ward Rofcarrock wounded. Sir IVilliam 
Throkmortonj (fince Knight Marftial to 
His Majefly ) Sir Ttmothy Fetberftenbaugh^ 
( who was beheaded by the Rebels at 
Cbefter^ on the 2 2d of Odaier following) 
Colonel BainSy and others, taken Prilbners^ 
and their General, the Earl of Derby^ 
( who charged the Rebels valiantlyv ^d 
received feveral Wounds,) put to Flight 
with a fmall Number of Men : In which 
Condition he made Choice of the WayF 
towards Wwceft^r^ whither he knew His 
Majefty^s Army was deligned to march. 

After. (c»ne Days, my Lord, with 
Colonel Rofcarr&ck and two Servants, got 
into the Confines of Staffordjhire and 
Shropjhire near Newport^ where at one 
Mr. fVdtforis Houfe he met with Mr. 
Rkbard Snead^ (an honeft Gentleman of 
that County, and of his Lordfliip's Ac- 
quaintance) to whom he re-counted the 
Misfortune of his Defeat at JViggan^ and 
the Neceffity of taking Ibme Reft, if Mr. 
Snead could recommend his Lordfhip to 

B 3 '^^NJ 
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any private Hoiife near hand where he 
might lately continue, till he could find 
an Opportunity to go to His Majefiy. 

Mr. S»ead brought my Lord and hi^ 
Company td Bofcobel-houfe^ a very oblcure 
Habitation, Icituate in ShropJhirCy but 
adjoining upon Staffordjhire , and lies 
between Tong-cafile and Brewoody in a 
Kind of Wildemels. John Gtffard Elqv 
who firft built this Houle, invited Sir 
Bafil Brooky with other Friends and 
Neighbours to a Houfe-warming Feaftj 
at which Time Sir Bafil was deiired by 
Mr. Giffard to give the Houle a Name, 
he aptly calls it Boscobel (from the 
Italian Bofco-bello^ wliich in that Lan- 
guage fignifies Fair-wood^ becaufe feated 
in the midft of many fair Woods. 
' At this Place the Earl arrived on the 
29th o^ Augufl (being Friday^ at Night, 
but the Hou(e at that Time afforded no 
Lihabitant except WHliam Penderel^ the 
Houle-keeper and his Wire, who, to preferve 
ib eminent a Perfbn, freely adventured to 
receive my Lord, and kept him in Safety 
till Sunday Night following, when (accord- 
ing to my Lord's Defire of going to fVar^ 
€?fter ) he conveyed him to Mr. Humphrey 
Elliots Houle at Gataker Parky (a true 
hearted Royalift) which was about nine 
Miles on the Way from Bofi.obel thither. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Elliot did not only chearfiiUy enter- 
tain the Earl, but lent him ten Pounds, 
and conduced him and his Company iafc 
to Worcejter^ 

The next Day, after His Ma jefty's ar- 
riv^al at fVorceftery being Saturday the 23d 
of jiftgufty ht was proclaimed King of 
Great Britain^ France^ and Ireland^ by Mr. 
7T:f9mas Ufens Mayor, and Mr. James 
Bridges Sheriff 01 that loyal City, with 
great Acclamations* 

On the lame Day His Majefty publiih- 
ed. this foUowing Manifefto or DedaratW 

OfP. 

C"tHARLES hy the Vrace of God^ 
^ King of England, Scotland, France, 
and Ireland, Defender of the Faith^ &c. 
tto all "whom it may concern^ greeting. JVe

without taking Advantage of the Oppofi- 
tion here made uSy by a Force of the Enemy 
over-majlring them^ until we have chafed 
them away^ have fufficiently certified both 
niohat we feek is only^ that the. Laws of

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England ( which fecure the Right both of 
King and Subjedl^ may henceforth recover 
their due Power and Force^ and all pafi 
Bitternefs of thefe unnatural Wars be bu" 
ried and forgotten. As a Means whereun^ 
tOy we have by our Warrants of the Date 
hereof^ and do hereby fummon^ upon their 
Allegiance^ all the Nobtlity^ Gentry y and o^ 
thers of what Degree and Condition foever^ 
of our County of Worcefter from fixteen to 
Jixty to appear in their PerfonSy and with 
any Horfes^ Arms and Ammunition they 
have or can procure^ at Pitch-croft, near 
the City^ on Tuefday next being the ittb of 
this injlant Montb^ where our Self will be 
prefent that Day (and alfo the next^ in cafe 
thofe of the further Parts of the County 
Jbou'd not be able to come up fooner^ to dij^ 
pofe of fuch of them as we fhall think fit^ 
for our Service in the tVar^ in Defence of 
this City and County ^ and to add unto our 
marching Army^ and to apply others {therein 
verfed) to Matters of civil Advice andGo' 
vernment.

Upon Sunday the 24th of Augufl^ Mn 
Crosby (an eminent Divine of that Oty} 
preach'd before His Majeffy in the Oi- 
thedral Churchy and in his Prayer ftiled 
His Majefly, in all Caufes^ and over all 
PerfonSy next under Gody Supreme Head and 
Governour : At which the |9jtjjbptetlaTI 
Scots took Exception, and Mr. Crosby was. 
aftenvards admoniihed by Ibme of them 
to forbear fuch Expreflions. 
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Ttiefday the 26th of AHgujl was the 
Reridevouz in Pitcbcroft of liich loyal 
Subjefts as came into His Majefty's Aid, 
in puriiiance of his before-mentioned De- 
claration and Simunoos : Here appeared 

Francis Lord Talboty afterwards Earl of 
Shrewsbury y , with about 60 Horfe.

With divers others^ who were hofX>ured 
and OKOun^ed by his Majefty'*s Pre^ 
llnce : Notwithftanding which Accefe, the 
>i umber of his Army both Englifi and 
Scots^ was conceived not to exceed 12000 
Men, (v/z.) 1 0000 Scots y and about 1000 
Englijh \ and thofe too not excellently 
arm'd^ nor plentifully ilored with Ammu- 
nition. 

Mean time Ctomtoell (that grand Pa- 
tron of Sedartes) had amaisM together 
a numerous fiody of Rebels, commanded 
by himfelf in chief, and by the Lx>rd 
diXtp of Grohy^ ^eetlODOOD and ^Lambert, 
under him, oonfifting of above i^oooo 
Men (being generally the Scum and Froth 
of the whole Kingdom) one Part of 
wJiich were Scftaries, who, through a 
JfAnatiA Zeal were become Devotes to 
tnis great 3ID0I > the other Part leduc'd 
Fcrlbns, who either by Force or Fear 
were unfortunately made Adors or Partici- 
pants in this fo horrible and fatal a Tra-

'1'hus then began the Pickeerings to 
the grand Engagement, Major General 
Majfey with a commanded Pirty, being 
fcAt by His Majefty to fecure the Bridge 

and 
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and Pais at Upton upon Severrty feven 
Miles below Worcejtery on Hjurfday the 
2 8th of ^ugufty ILambert with a far great- 
er Number of Rebels attacked him, and 
after Ibme DiJpute gain'd the Pals, the 
River being then fordable. Yet the Ala- 
jor-Generai behav'd himfelf very gallantly, 
received a Shot in the Hand from (bmc 
Musketiers the Enemy had conveyed into 
the Church, and retreated in good Order 
to TVorcefler. 

During this Encounter, CromtDfU 
himielf, (whole Head-Quarter was tlie 
Night before at Perjbore) advanc'd to 
Stoughton within four Miles of the City 
on the South-Side, himielf quartered that 
Night at Mr. Simons Houfe at White La-- 
dy-Afton^ and a Party of his Horfe faced 
die City that Evening. 

The next Day {Auguft the 29th) ^U 
tan jDUtaCt appeared with a great Body ol 
Hor& and Foot on Red-tBU withm a 
Mile of ff^orcefter^ where he made a Bonne-' 
mine J but attempted nothing, and that 
Night Piart of his Army quartered at 
Judge Barkley's Houfe at Speachley. The 
feme Day it was relblv'd by His Ma- 
jefly at a Council of War, to give the 
(SinXiXs Kebel a Camifadoy by beating up 
his Quarters that Night with i yoo felea 
Horle and Foot, commanded by Lieute-* 
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mnt-General Middkton^ and Sir ff^lliam 
Keytb'^ all of them wearing their Shirts 
over their Armour for diftindion j which 
accordingly was attempted, and might in 
all probability have been fixcelsflil, had^ 
not the Defign been moft traiteroufly dif- 
covered to tlk Rebels by one Guyfe a Tay- 
lor in the Town, and a notorious Seflary,, 
who was hang'd the Day following, as 
the juft Reward of his Treachery: In 
this AfticMi Major Knox was flain, and Homt 
few taken Prifoners by the Ekiemy. A 
confiderable Party of the Rebels comman- 
ded by Collonel JfltCttoOOll, CoBonel Ri- 
chard Ingoldsby^ (who fince became a real 
Convert, and was created Knight of the 
the Bath at His Majefly's Coronation) 
Collonel Goffy and Collcmel Gibbms being 
got over the Severn at Upton^ march'd next 
Day to Powick Town, where diey made 
an Halt, for Powick-Bridge ( lying upcm 
the River Team^ between Powick Town 
and JVorcefier) was guarded by a Brigade 
of His Majeftv's Horle and Foot, com- 
manded by Major - General Robert Mont" ' 
gomery^ and Collonel George Keyth. 

The fatal 3d of September being come. 
His Majefly this Day (holding a Council 
of War upon the Top of the Colledge^ 
Church Steeple, the better to dilcover the 
Enemies Pofture) oblerved feme Firing 

at 
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at Powick^ and CromtotU making a Bridge 
of Boats over Severn^ under Buns-hill, a- 
bout a Mile below the City towards Team 
Mouth > His Majefty prefently goes down, . 
commands all to their Arms, and marches 
in Perlbff to Pawick- Bridge^ to give Or- 
ders, as well for maintaining that Bridge,- 
as for oppofing the making the other . of " 
Boats, and hafted back to his Army in 
the Gity. 

Soon after His Majefly was gone from 
Powick'Brid^e^ the Enemy aflaultcd it fivr 
rioufly, which was well defended by Mont^ 
gotneryy till himfelf was dangeroufly woutt- 
ded, and his Ammunition Ipent •, lb that 
he was forced to make a dilbrderly Re- 
treat into fVorcefter^ leaving Colbnel Keytb 
a Prilbner at the Bridge. At the lame 
Time CtomtotU had with miKh Celerity 
finifh'd his Bridge of Boats and Planks 
over the main River, without any confi- 
derable Oppofition -, faving that Col. PiP- 
cotiy^ with about three hundred High- 
landers, performed as much therein as 
could be expefted from a Handful of Mm 
fighting againft great Numbers : By this 
Means jBDUbet held Communication with 
thofe of his Party at Powick-Bridge^ and ;. 
when he had march'd over a confiderable 
Number of his Men, laid, (in his hypo- 
critical Way) The Lord of Hop he 'with 
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youj and retamM himlelf to raiie a Bat«- 
tery of great Giins againft the Fort-JRoyal 
on the South-fide of the Cty. 

His Majefty being retum'd from Po- 
wick'Bridgej march'd with the Duke of 
Buckingham^ Lord Grandifon^ and fome o^ 
ther ot his CavaLy through the City, and 
out at Sudbury-Gate by the Fort-Royal^ 
where the Rebels great Shot came fre- 
quently near his lacred Perlbn. 

At this Time CromtocU was iettled in 
an advantageous Poft at Perry-wood with- 
in a Mile of the City^ Iwelling with Pride 
and confident in the Numbers of his Men, 
having befides rais'd a Breaftrwork at the 
Gockihoct of that Wood, for his greater 
Security 5 but Duke Hamilton ( formerly 
Lord Lanerick) with his own Troop and 
fome High-landers, Sir Alexander Forbes 
with his Regiment of Foot, and divers 
Englijh Lords and Gentlemen-voluntiers, 
by His Majefly's Command and Encour 
ragement, engaged him, and did great 
Execution upon his beft . Men, forced the 
great Sultan (as the Rhodians in like Cafe 
did the Turk) to retreat with his Jamr 
zarieSj and His Majefty was once as ab- 
folute Mafter of his great Guns, as he 
ought then to . have been of the whole 
Land. 

H£R£ 
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Here His Majefly gave an mcompa- 
rable Example of Valour to the reft, by 
charging iii Perfbn, which the Higfhlan^ 
derSy elpecially, imitated in a great Mea- 
lure, fighting with the But-end of their 
Muskets, when their Ammunition was 
:^penti but new Supplies of Rebels being 
continually poured upon them, and the 
main Body of Scotch Horle not coming up 
in due Time from the Town to his Ma- 
jefty's Relief, His Army was forced to 
retreat in at Sudbury Gate in much DiP 
order. 

In this Aflion Duke Hamilton (who 
fought valiantly) had his Horfe killed 
under him, and was himfelf mortally 
wounded, of which he died within few 
Days; and many of his Troop (con- 
fifting much of Gentlemen, and (Uverfe of 
his own Name) were fhin : Sir John 
Douglas received his Death's Wound ; 
and S\x jllex. Forbes ^ (who was the firft 
Knight the King made in Scotland^ and 
commanded the Fort Royal here^ was 
ihot through both the Calves of his Legs, 
lay in the Wood all Night, and was brought 
Prifbner to TVorcefter next Day. 

The Rebels in this Encounter had 
great Advantage, as well in their Num- 
bers, as by fighting both with Horfe and 

Foot, againft His Majefties Foot only, 

the 
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the greateft Part of his Horfe being 
wedged up in the Town. And when the 
Foot were defeated, a Part of His Ma- 
jefty's Horfe fought afterwards againfl 
both the Enemies Horfe and Foot upoE 
great Diladvantage. And as they had fev« 
Perfbns of Condition among them to \o&. 
ib no Rebels, but Quartermafter Gen& 
ral Mofely and one Captain JopteSy were 
worth taking notice of to be (lain in this 
Battle. 

At Sudbury Gate ( I know not whe- 
ther by Accident, or on Purpofe ) a Cart 
laden with Ammunition was overthromi 
and lay a-crofs the Paffage, one of the 
Oxen that drew it being there killed, ft 
that His Majefty could not ride into the 
Town, but was forced to difmount and 
come in on Foot 

The Rebels fbon after Stormed du 
Fort Royal ( the Fortifications whereo! 
were not perfefted, ) and put all the Saa, 
they found therein to the Sword. 

In the Friars- fir eet His Majefly put ofi 
his Armour, ( which was heavy and trou 
blefbme to him,^ and took a frefli Horfe: 
and then perceiving many of His Fool 
Soldiers began to throw down their Armi 
and decline fighting, He rode up anc 
down among them, lomtimes with Hii 
Hsu: ia hisJtIand, entreating them to ftanc 

tc

to their Arms, and fight like Men j o- 
ther Whiles encouraging them, alledging 
the Goodnels and Juftice of the Caufe 
they fought for ; but feeing himfelf not 
able to prevail, laid, / bad rather you 
-would Jhoot mey than keep me alive to fee 
the fad Conferences of this fatal Day. So 
deep a Senfe had his prophetick Soul of 
the MHeries of his beloved Country, even 
in the midft of his own Danger. 

During this hot Engagement at Per^ 
rywood and Red-hilly the Rebels on the o- 
ther Side the Water poflcfled themfelves 
of S. JohnSy and a Brigade of His Ma?- 
jefly's Foot which were there, under the 
Command of M. Gen. Daliely without any 
great Refiftance, laid down their Arms 
and craved Quarter. 

When fome of the Enemy were cn- 
tred, and entering the Town both at the 
Kejy Caftk'hill and Sudbury Gate, without 
any Conditicms: The Earl o^ Cleveland^ 
Sir James Hamiltony Col. 72^^. Wogauy 
Col. William CarliSy ( then Major to the 
Lord I'alhot ) L. Col. John Slaughter y Cape 
7T:)o. Hornyold. Capt. TT^o. Giffardy Capt. 
John jffileyy Mr. Peter Blount y and Capt- 
Richard Kemble ( Capt Lieutenant to the 
Lord Talboty) and feme others rallied 
what Force they could, (though inconfi- 
dcrable to the Rebels Numbers) and 
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charged the Enemy very gallantly both in 
Sudbmy-Jlrect and High-fir eet^ w|jere Sir 
James and Capt. Kerable were defperately 
wounded, aiiJ others flain ; yec this Ac- 
tion did much iecurc His Majefty's March 
out at St. Ma7 tins Gate, Who had other- 
wife been in Danger of being taken in 
the Town. 

About t) ^ fame Time the Earl of 
RotheSy Sir iUiam Hamilton^ and CoL 
Drummondj v :h a Party of Scots^ niain- 
tained the Caftle Hill with much Reiola- 
tion, till fuch Time as Conditions were a- 
greed on for Quarter* 

Lastly, Some of His Majefly's E/^f- 
lifi Army valianriy oppofed the Rebels 
at the Town Hall, where Mr. Conimsby 
Collesy and fome others were flain, Mr. 
John Runmeyiy Mr. Charles WellSy and o- 
thers, taken Prifbners j fo that the Rebels 
having in the End liibdued all their Op- 
ponents, fell to plundering the City un- 
mercifully, few or none of the Citizens 
elcaping, but ilich as were of the phana- 
tick Party. 

When His Majefly law no hope oi 
rallying His thus difcomfited Foot, He 
marched out of JVorcefter at St Martini 
Gate ( the Fore Gate being mured up ) 
about fix of the Clock in the Evening, 
with his main Body of Horle, as thoa 

com.-

commanded by General David Lejley^ but 
were now in fome Confufion. 

The Lord St. Clare with diverfe of 
the Scottijh Nobility and Gentry were ta- 
ken Prifbners in the Town. And the 
Foot Soldiers (confifting moft of Scots) 
were almoft all either flain or taken, and 
liich of them f who in the Battle cfcap- 
ed Death^ lived but longer to die, lor 
the moft Part, more milerably j many 
of them being afterwards knock'd o'tn 
Head by Country People 5 Ihm^ bought 
and fold like Slaves for a finall Price, o- 
thers went begging up and down, till Cha- 
rity failing them, their Neceflities brought 
upon them Difeales, and Dileafes, Death. 

Before His Majefty was come to 
Barbon^s Bridge, about half a Mile out 
of JVorcefter^ He made leveral Stands, 
faced about, and defired the Duke of 
BuckiHghamy Lord Wtlmoty and other of 
his Commanders, that they might rally 
and try the Fortune of War once more : 
But at the Bridge a ferious Confliltation 
was held, and then perceiving many of 
The Troopers to throw off their Arms, 
and ihift for themfelves, they were all 
of Opinion, the Day was irrecoverably 
loft, and tliat their only remaining Work 
was to lave the King from thofe rave- 
nous Wolves and Regicides: Whereupon

Immediately after this Refill 
Duke ask'd the Lord Talbot ^ (be 
that Country^ if he could dired the 
Northwards t His Lordfhip anlwerec 
he had one Richard Walker in his ' 
(formerly a Scout-mafter in thofe 
and who fince died in Jamaica^ 
knew the Way well j who was acco 
ly called to be the Guide, and perfi 
that Duty for lome Miles •, but being 
to Kinver-beathy not far from Ked 
fier^ and Day-light being gone, h 
was at a puzzel in the Way. 

Here His Majefty made a Stanc 
confiilted with the Ehike, Earl of J 
Lord Wilmoty &c. To what PIa( 
might march, at leafb to take fbme ] 
iUft i The Earl of Derby told His 
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:. jefly, that in his Flight from ff^^ggapt to 
ff^orcefter^ he had met with a perfeft ho- 
; neft Man, and a great Convenience of 
' Concealment at Bofcobel-Houfe (before- 
mentioned ) but withal acquainted the 
King, it was a Reculants-Houfe -, and it 
was fuggefted, that thole People ( being 
accuftomed'to Perfecution and Searches) 
were moft like to have the readicfl: Means, 
and iafefi: Contrivances to preferve him j 
His Majefly therefore inclined to go thi- 
ther. 

The \jox^TMot being made acquain- 
ted therewith, and finding Walker dubious 
of the Way, called for Mr. Charles Gif- 
fardy (a faithfiil Subjeft, and of the anti- 
ent Family of Chillington) to be his Ma- 
jefly''s Condufkor, which Office Mr. Gif- 
fard willingly undertook, having one Tates 
a Servant with him, very expert in the 
Way f of that Country j and being come 
near Sturiridge^ it was under Confiderati- 
on, whether His Majefly fhould march 
through chat Town or no, and refolved in 
the affirmative, and that all about his 
Perlbn ihould Ipeak French^ to prevent 
any Difcovery of his Majefly's Prefence. 

Mean time General Lejley with the 
Scottijh Horle, had, in the clofe of the 
Evening, taken the more direfl: Way 
North-ward, by Newport^ His Majefty 

being 
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being left only attended by the Duke oi 
Buckingham^ Earl of Derby ^ Earl of Latl^ 
derdaUy Lord "Talht^ Lord Wilmot^ Col* 
Ithomas Blague y G)l. Edward Rofcarrocky 
Mr. Marniaduke Darcyy Mr. Richard Lane^ 
Mr. fFilUam Armorer ^ (fincc Knighted]^ 
Mr. /%)& A%j Mr. Charles Giffardy Mr. 
P^/^r Street y and Ibme others, in all about 
60 Horle. 

At a Houfe about a Mile beyond Stur^ 
iridgey His Majefty drank, and eat a Cruft 
of Bread, the Houfe affording no better 
Provifion j and as His Majefty rode on, 
h€ difcourfed with Col. Rofcarrock touch- 
ing Bofcohel'Houfe^ and the Means of Se- 
curity which the Earl of Derby and he 
found at that Place. 

However Mr. Giffard humbly pro- 
pofed to carry His Majefty firft to Whiter 
Ladiesy (another Seat of the Giffard's) 
lying but half a Mile beyond Bofcobely 
where he might repofe himlelf for a 
while, and then take luch further Reib- 
lution, as His Majefty and Council ftiould 
think fit. 

This Houfe is difl-ant about 26 Miles 
from JVorceftery and ftill retains the anti- 
cnt Name of White-LadieSy from its ha- 
ving formerly been a Mcmaftery of CAf- 
tertian Nuns, whole Habit was of that 
Colour. 

His 
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His Majefty and his Retinue (being 
lafely conduced thither by Mr. Giffard) 
alighted, now, as they hoped, out of Dan- 
ger of any prelent Surprife by Purliiits, 
George Pender el ( who was a Servant in the 
Houle,) opened the Doors; and after His 
Majefty and the Lords were entered the 
Houfej His Majefly's Horfe was brought 
into the Hall, and by this Time it was 
about Break of Day on thurfday Morning. 
Here every one was in a fad Confult how 
to efcape the Fury of blood-thirfty Ene- 
mies •, but the greateft Sollicitudc was to 
lave the King, who was both hungry and 
• tired with this long and hafty March. 

Mr. Giffard prefently lent for Richard 
PendereJ^ who liv'd near Hand at Hob^ 
bal Grange^ and Col. Rofcarrock caufed Bar- 
tholomew Martin^ a Boy in the Houfe, to 
be lent to Bofcobel for Willidm Penderely 
mean Time Miflrefs Giffard brought His 
Majefty Ibme Sack and Bisket-, for the 
King and all the People that were - 
with bim^ came weary and refrejhed 2 Sam. 
themfelves there : Richard cSLtriQ firft, *^^* ^^ 
•and was immediately lent back to 
bring a Suit of his Clothes lor the King, 
and by that Time he arrived with them, 
fniliam came, and both were brought in- 
to the Parlour to the Earl of Derby ^ who 
immediately carried them into an inner

Whii^st Richard and JVilliam were 
thus fent for, His Majefty had been ad- 
viled to rub His Hands on the Back of 
the Chimney, and with tliem his Face, 
4br a Difguile, and Ibme Peribn had dif 
orderly cut off His Hair. His Majefty 
having put off His Garter, blue Ribbax^ 
Gedrge of Diamonds, BufF-Coat, and o- 
ther princely Ornaments, committed His 
Watch to the Cuftody of the Lord Wtlr 
mot^ and liis George to CoL Blague^ and 
diftributed the Gold he had in his Pocket 
among his Servants, and then put on a 
noggen coarfe Shirt which was borrowed 
of Edward Martin^ who liv'd in the Houie, 
and Richard PendereVs p^reen Suit, and 
Leather Doublet, but had not Time to 
be ik> dilguiled, as he was afterwards j 
for both William and Richard Penderel 
did advertife the Company to make Hafte 
away, in Regard, there was a Troop of

the Breach of the Jlil of the 17 th if Au- 
giift 651, lafi pafty entituledy Ad ASi pro-, 
hibiting Correfpondence with Charies 
Stuart, or his Party, and fo of High- 
Treafon agatnfl the CemmowmeaUh i>f Eng- 
land, and is therefore worthy of Desth. 

JRefolved by the Court. 

That the fat d James Earl of Derby if 
a Traitor to the CommonweaUh of England 
and an Abetter^ Encourager and Afjifler 0} 
the declared Traitors and Enemies thereof^ 
and Jhall be put to Death by fevering his 
Head from his Body at the Market PJaci 
in the Town of BouItx)a in LancafhiTc, «/- 
on Wednelday the iph Day of this In* 
Jiant October, about the Hour of one of the 
Clock the fame Day. 

This was the Authority, and Ibme of 
^heic the Perlbns that lb barbaroufly, and 
contrary tx> the Law of Nations^ con- 
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demned this noble Earl to Death, not- 
withftanding his juft Plea, 7%at be had 

>uarter for Life given him by one Captain 

Ige, njoho took him Pr if oner. But this 
could not obtain Juftice, nor any Inter- 
ceflion, Mercy; lb that on the 15th of 
the laid OBober^ he was accordingly bc-^ 
headed at Boulton^ in a mod barbarous 
and inhumane Manner *. 

The Earl of Lauder dale ^ with feveral 
others, were carried Priloners to the Tow- 
er, and afterwards j:o ^/»^r C^//i?, where 
they continued divers Years. 

Whilst the Rebels were plundering 
thofe noble Perlbns, the Duke, with the 
Lord Levifton^ Q)l. Blague^ Mr. Mar^ 
maduke Darcy^ and Mr. Hugh May^ for^ 
look the Road firft, and loon after their 
Hories, and betook themlelves to a By- 
way, and got into Bloore Park, near Cbef-- 
wardine^ about five Miles from Newport^ 
where they received fome Refrelhment at 
a little oblcure Houfe of Mr. George Bar-- 
IcwSy and afterwards met with two honeft 
Labourers,- in an adjoining Wood, to whom ^

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they communicated the Exigent and Di- 
ftrcfs, which the Fortune of War had re- 
duced them to, and finding them like to 
prove laithtui, the Cuke thouglit fit to 
imitate his Royal Matter, delivered his 
GeorgCy ( which was given him by the 
Queen of England^ to Mr. May^ (who 
preJerved it through all Difficulties, and 
afterwards rdlored it to his Grace in Hol- 
land) and changed Habit with one of the 
Workmen i and in this Difguile, by the 
Afliflance of l^^r. Barlow and his Wife, 
was, after fbnie Dayj^ conveyed by one 
Nich. Matthews^ a Carpenter, to the 
Houfe of Mr. Hawley^ an hearty Cavalier, 
at Bilfirop in Notttngbamjhire^ from thence 
to the Lady Villiars Houie at Boaksby in 
Leicefterjhire \ and after many Hardihips 
and Encounters, his Grace got lecure to 
London^ and firom thence to His Majcfty 
in France. 

At the fame Time the Lord Levijlony 
Col. Blague^ Mr. Darcy^ and Mr. May^ all 
quitted their Horfes, dilguiled themftlves, 
and feverally Ihifted for themlelves, and 
fbme of them, through various Dangers 
and fufferings, contrived their Efcapes; 
in particular, Mr. May was forced to lie 
twenty one Days in a Hay-mow belonging 
to one John Bold^ an honefl: Husband- 
man, who liv'd at Soudley j Bold having 



o 
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all that Time Rebel Soldiers quartered 
in his Houfe, yet failed not to give a coi>- 
ftant Relief to his more welcome Gueft ; 
and when the Coafi: was clear of Soldiers, 
Mr. May came to London on Foot ip his 
Difguife. 

The Lord Talbot (feeing no hope of 
rallying,) hafted towards his Fathers 
Houfe at Longford near Newport^ where 
being arrived, ne conveyed his Horfe into 
a neighbouring Bam, but was immediate 
ly purlued by the Rebels, who found tlic 
Horfe fadledj and by that concluded my 
Lord not to be fiir off, lb that they 
fearched Longford Houfe narrowly, and 
Ibme of them continued in it four or five 
Days ', during all which Time my Lord was 
in a clofe Place in one of the Out-houles, , 
almoft ftifled for want of Air, and had 
periihed for want of Food, had he not 
been once relieved in the Dead of the 
Night, and with nwch Difficulty, by a 
trufly Servant > yet his Lordlhip thought 
it a great Providence, even by thefe Hard^ 
ihips, to efcape the Fury of fuch Ene- 
mies, who fought the Deftrufkion of the 
Nobility, as well as of their King. 

In mis Interim the valiant Earl of 
Cleveland^ (who being above fixty Years 
of Age, had marched twenty one Days 
together upoa a trotting Horfe ) had alfb 
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niade his Efcape from JVorcefter^ when all 
tJie fighting Work was over, and was got 
to fVoodcot in Shropjhire^ whither he was 
pnrfued, and taken at, or near Miftrefs 
BroughtoTt*^ I'oufe, from whence he was 
carr^'ed Priibner to Staffordy and from 
thence to the Tower of London. 

Colonel Blague^ remaining at Mr. 
Barlow"^ Honle at Bloor-pipey about ei^ht 
A^iiles from Stafford^ his firft Aftion was,, 
^ith Miftrels Barlow'^ privity and Ad» 
vice, to hide His Majefty's George under 
% Heap af Chips and i.uft ^ yet the Co- 
lonel cculd not conceal himfelf 16 wcU^ 
but that he was here, foon after, taken 
and carried Pi'ifbner to Stafford^ and from: 
thence conveyed to the Tower of London j 
mean T-mc the George was tranfinitted to 
Mr. Robert Mil'tvard of Stafford for better 
Security *, who afterwards faithfully con»» 
veyed it to Col. Blague in the Tower, by 
the trufly Hands of Mn Ifaae Walton \ 
«nd die Colonel not long after happily 
cicaping thence, reftor'd it to His MajCi^ 
fly's own Hands, which had been thur 
Worderrully prefer ved from being made 
aPr'ze to fordid Rebels^ 

The Scotch Cavalry (having no Place to 
retreat unto nearer than Scotland) were 
fccMi after* diiperfcd, and mod of them ta- 
Icen by the^ Rebels and Couiicry Fepfde 
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in Cbejhirey Lancajbire^ and Parts adja*- 

Thus was this Royal Army totally fub- 
dued \ thus dilperled ^ and if in this io 
important an Affair, any of the Scottijh 
Commanders were treacherous at JVorcefter^ . 
(as fome iufpe£ted) he has a great Ac-- 
count to make for the many Years Mile- 
lies that enfued thereby to both Nations, 
under the tyrannical, uhirped Government 

of Cromvoell ^ 

But to return to the Duty of my at- 
tendance on his lacred Majcfty in Spring- 
Coppice i by that time Richard Penderel 
had conveyed him into the obfcureft Part 
of it, it was about Sun-rifing on Tburfday 
Momir^ and the Heavens wept bitterly 
at thete Calamities 5 infbmuch as the 
thickeft Tree in the Wood was not able 
to keep His Ma jefly dry, nor was there 
any Thing for him to fit on \ wherefore 
Eicbard went to Francis Tates Hou&y (a 
tnifty Neighbour, who married hisWiiVa 
Sifter ) where he borrowed a Blanket, . 
which he folded and laid on the Ground 
under a Tree for His Majefty to fit on. 

At the lame Time Richard Ipoke to ^ 
the good-wife Tates^ to provide Ibme Vic^ 
tuals, and bring it into the Wood at a 
Place he appointed her: She prefently 
made ready a Mds of Miliu ^^«i^ ^^^^

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Butter and Fggs, and broc^t them to 
His Majefty in the Wood ^ who being a 
little Suq>nzed to ice the Woman (no 
good Concealer of a Secret) laid chear- 
fblly to her^ GcoJ fFaman^ cam you h 
fjitbful to a diftrejfed Cazalier ? She an- 
Ivrercd, Tes^ Srr^ I 'xitt rather die than dif' 
ce^er ytm j with which Anlwer His iASi^ 
jcfty was well iatisfied, and received from 

her Hands, as David ^i^^m A- 

I Sam. bigailSj/i&tf/ which Jbe brought him. 

»^- 35- The Lord IFihuot^ in the 

Interim took John Penderel for 
his Guide, but knew not determinately 
whither to go, purpofing at firft to have 
marched Northwards-, but as they paC 
led by Brtwood Forge ^ the Forgemea 
made after them, till being told by one 
Rich. Dutton^ that it was G)l. Cremptou 
whom they purlued, the FuTcans happily,. 
«ipon that Miftake, quitted the Chalcw 

Soon after they narrowly efcaped a 
Party of Rebels a^ they pafled by Coveth 
hrook i fb that feeing Danger on every Side, 
and John meeting with William Walker^ 
(a trufty Neighbour,) committed* my 
Lord to his Care and Counfel, who for 
the preftnt conveyed them into a dry 
Marl-Pit, where they ftay'd a While, and 
afterwards to one Mr. Huntbache^s Hotde 
at Brinsford^ and put their Horfes into 
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John Evan\ Barn, whilft John Penderel 
goes to ff^olverhampton, to lee what Coii' 
venience he covild find for my Lord's 
coming thither ^ but met with none, the 
Town being full of Soldiers. 

Yet John leaves no Means uneflayed, 
haftens to Ndrthcot^ ( an adjacent Vil- 
lage ) and there, whilft he was talking with 
Good- Wife UnderhiU^ (a Neighbour, ) in 
the Inftant Mr. John Huddle fton^ ( a So- 
journer at Mr. ^omas fVbitgr eaves of Afo/J- 
&y, and of Johifs Acquaintance ) was ac- 
cidentally pafling by, to whom John ( well 
aflured of his Integrity,) prelently ad- 
drefles himfelf and his fiufinels, relates 
to him the lad News of the Defeat of 
His Majefty's Army at fForcefiery and 
difcovers in what Strait and Confufion he 
had left His Majefly,'and His Followers, 
at Wbite-LadieSy and in particular, that 
he had brought thence a Perfon of Qua- 
Ety, (for John then knew not who my 
lx)rd was) to Hunthachei Houfe^ who, 
without prefent Relief^ would be in great 
Danger of being taken. 

Mr. HuddJefton goes home forthwith, 
takes John with him, and acquaints Mr. 
fFhitgreave with the Bufinels, who freely 
refblved to venture all, rather than luch a 
Ferfon fhould nufcarry. 
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Hereupon Mr. fFbitgreave repairs to 
Uaniacbes Honfcy. Ipeak with my Loid, 
and gives Direftioa hoir he lliould be pri* 
vately conveyed into Iiis Houle at il^/^ 
ky^ aboQC ten of the Clock at Night; 
and though it fo feD out, that the l>y 
re£tians were not punQoaDy ob£nred, vet 
my Lord and lus Man were at oft 
brought into the Houle where Mr. /F%d- 
greave ( after ibme Refireihment j^ven 
them) conveys them into a iecret nacei 
which my Lord admiring for its excettent 
Contrivance, and jfblidtous for His Ma- 
jefty's Safety, laid, IwouJdpve a WwU 
my Friend ( meaning the King) ) wm 
here \ and then ( being abundantly &• 
tisfied of Mr. ffljitgreavis Fidelity ) dc- 
pofited in his Hands a little Bag of Jew- 
els, which my Lord received again at his 
Departure. 

As foon as it was Day, Mr. Wbtt^reai^t 
fent William Walker with my LordV 
Horfes to his Neighbour CoL John Lane 
of Benfley^ near WalfaU^ South-eaft from 
Mofeley about four Miles, (whom Mr. 
Wiitgreave knew to be a right honeft 
Gentleman, and ready to contribute any 
^libnce to fo charitable a Work) and 
vrilhed Walker to acquaint the Colonel^ 
that they belonged to ibme eminent Per- 
ion about the Kinfo whom he could better 

ibcure 
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iecure than the Horles : The Cdonel wil* 
lingly receives them and fends Word to 
Mr. JFbitgreavt to meet him that Night 
in a Clde not far from Mofeky^ in order 
to the Tender of farther Service to the 
Owner of the Hodes, whofe Name nei- 
ther the Colonel nor Mr. fThitgriave then 
loiew. 

On TTmrfday Night, when it grew dark. 
His Majefly refblved to go from thole 
Parts into TVales^ and to take Ricbari 
Pender el vnth Him for His Guide \ but, 
befbrathey began their Journey, His Ma- 
jdfty went into Richard^s Houie at Hob* 
bal Grange^ where the old Good- Wife Perir 
derel had not cmly the Honour to fee His 
Majefly, but to fee Him attended by her 
Son Richard. Here His Majefly had 
Time and Means better to con^lete His 
Diiguife. His Name was agreed to be 
fTiU. JoneSy and his Arms a Wood-BiU. 
In this Pofture about nine a Clock at 
Night ( after fbme Refreihment taken in 
the Houfe ) His Majefly, with his tru£> 
ty Servant Richard^ began their Journey 
on Foot, reiblving to go that Night to 
JSdadely in Sbrcpjbire^ about five Miles 
firom PFhUt'-LadieSy and witbn a Mile 
^ tjhe River Seventy over whfch tbdr 
Way lay for tFales 5 in this Village lived 
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one Mr. Francis fFoolf^ an honeft Gcfr 
tleman o^ Richard's Acquaintance. 

His Majefty had not been long gone, 
but the Lord Wiltnot fent John Penderd 
from Mr. fFhitgreaveh to JVbite^La^ 
and Bofcobel^ to know in what Security 
the King was, John returned and acql1ain^ 
ed my Lord, that His Majefly was 
marched from thence. Hereupon my Lord 
began to confider which Way himfelf 
Ihouid remove with Safety. 

CoL. Lane J having fecured my Lord's 
Horfes, and being come to MofeJey ac- 
cording to Appointment, on Friday Ni|ht, 
was brought up to my Lord by Mr. 
Whitegreavcj . 2indL (after mutual fiduta- 
cion) acquainted him, that his Sifter 
Mrs. Jane Lane^ had by Accident pro- 
cured a Pafs from fome Commander of the 
Rebels, for her feif and a Man to go 
a little beyond Briftol^ to fee Mrs. Nor^ 
tony her fecial Friend, then near her 
Time of lying inj and freely offer'd, if 
his Lordfhip thought fit, he might m^e 
ufe of it, which my Lord feemed incli- 
nable to accept^ and on Saturday Night 
was conducted by Colonel Lane^% Man 
(himfelf not being well) to the Colonel's 
Houfe at BentUy\ his Lordihip then, and 
not before^ difcov^ring his Name to Mr. 
Whitgreave^ and giving him many Thanks 
% for 
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for lb great a Kindnefs in fb imminent a 
Danger. 

BEFORE His Majefly came to Madely^ 
He met with an ill-favoured Encounter at 
Evelin Millj being about two Miles from 
thence. The MUler (it leems) was an 
honeft Man, but His Majefly and Richard 
Icnew it not, and had then in his Houfe 
lome confiderable Peribns of His Majef* 
ty's Army, who took Shelter there in 
their Flight frem Worcefier^ and had not 
been long in the Mill 5 io that the Mil- 
ler was upon his Watch, and Richard 
unhappily permitting a Gate to clap, 
through which they pafled, gave Occa- 
Ijon to the Miller to come out of the 
Mill and boldly ask, PFho is there ? Rich- 
ard thinking the Miller had purfued them, 
quitted the uliial Way in Ibme Hafl:e, 
xmd led His Majefly over a little Brook, 
which they were forced to wade through, 
and which contributed much towards the 
galling his Majefty's Feet, who (as he 
afterwards pleaiantly obferved) was here 
in Ibme Danger of loiing His Guide, but 
that the rufling of Richard's Calves- 
Skin Breeches was the befl: DirefKon His 
Majefly had to fbUow him in that dark 
Night, 

They arrived at Madely about Mid- 
night 5 Richard goes to Mr. U^oolfs 
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Houfej where they were all in Bed,. 
knocks them up, and acquaints Mr. 
fFooJfs Daughter, (who came to the 
Door) that the King was there, who 
prefently received him into the Houfe, 
where nis Majefly refrefhed himielf for 
fome Time i but underftanding the Rebels 
Icept feveral Guards upon Severn^ and ft 
being fear'd that Ibme of their* Party (of 
which many frequently paffed through the 
Town) might quarter at the Houfe, (as 
had often happened ) it was apprehended 
unfafe for His Majefly to lodge in the 
Houfe, (which afforded no fecret Place 
for Concealment, ) but rather to retire into 
a Bam near adjpining, as leis liable to. 
the Danl^er of a Surprife, whither H5s 
Majefty went accordingly, and condqu- 
ed in a Hay-Mow there all the Day fol- 
lowing. His Servant Richard attcnding^^ 
Him. 

During Hi^ Majefly's Stay in the 
Bam, Mr. /^eolf bsid often Conference widi. 
Him about His intended Journey, and. 
in order thereto took Care, by a trafly 
Servant, (lent abroad for that Purpofe,) 
to inform himfelf more particularly of 
thofe <jruards upon Severn^ and had cer- 
tain Word brought hira^ that not only 
the Bridges were lecured, but aH the 
Pailage-Boats leized aay infomuch that 

he 
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he conceived it very hazardous for His 
Majefty to profecute his Defign for 
fFakSy but rather go to BofcobeUHoufcy 
being the moft retired Place for Conceal- 
ment in aJl the Country, and to ftay there 
tai an Opportunity of a farther lafe Coi^ 
veyance couid be found out j which Ad- 
vice His Majefty inclined to approve: 
And thereupon refolved for Bofcobel the 
the Night following j in the mean Time, 
His Hands not appearing lufficiently 
difcolourcd, foitable to his other DiA 
guife, Mrs fFoolf provided Walnut-Tree 
Leaves, as the readied expedient for that 
Purpole* 

The Day being over. His Majefty 
adventured to come again into the Houfe, 
-where having for fome Time rcfrelhed 
himfelf^ and being furniflxed with Conve- 
niences for His Journey, ( which was con- 
ceived to be (afer on Foot than by Horfe) 
He, with his faithful Gviide Richard^ a* 
bout eleven a-Clock at Night, let forth 
toward Bofcobel 

About three pf the Clock on Satur^ 
day Morning, being come near the Houfej^ 
Rkhard left His Majefty in the Wood, 
whilfl he went in to fee if any Soldiers 
were there, or other Danger \ where he 
• found Col. William CarliSy (who hai 
leen, not the laft Man bom, but the laft

The Colonel pulled oft his*;Maj€ 
Shoes, which were full of Gravel, 
Stockins which were very wet, and t 
being no other Shoes in the Houfe 
would fit Him, the Good-Wife put 
hot Embers in thofe to dry them, w 
•His Majefty 's Feet were wailiing 
'^His Stockins fhifced. 
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thus a little refreihed, the G>- 
uaded His Majefty to go back 
iVood, ( fiippofing it lafer than 
b,) where the Colonel made 
a thick leaved Oak, into which 
nd Richard helped them both 
)rought them liich Provilion as 
1 get, with a Cufhion for His 
[> fit on J the Colonel humbly 
is Majefly ( who had taken little 
■ft the two preceding Nights) 
mfelf as eafily as he could in the 
i reft His Head on the Colo- 
, who was Wi tchful that His 
night not fall. In this Oak they

which His Majefly anfwered. He kmdne^ 
ver been Jbaved by any Barber befeirt. The 
King bad PFilUam bum the Hair idudi 
he cut oif, but William was oaly diioix!* 
dient in that, for he kept a good Put of 
it, wherewi' h he has fince pleaiiired fiime 
Perfbns ot Honour, and is kept as a ci- 
vil R clique. 

Humphrey Pender el was this Saturday 
deligned to go to Shefna!^ to pay fomc 
Taxes to one Captain Broadway^ atwhoie 
Houfe he met with a Colonel of the Re- 
bels, who was newly come fxoxa.Worcif- 
ter in Purfuit of the King, and who^ 
being informed that His Majefty had 
been at White-Ladies^ and that Hunh 
phrey was a near Neighbour to the Plac^ 
examined him ftriflly, and laid before 
him, as well the Penalty for concealing 
the King, which was Death without Mer- 
cy \ as the Reward for difcovering Him, 
which fliould be one thoufand Pounds 
certain Pay. But neither fear of Puniih- 
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nent, nor hope of Reward, was able to 
empt Humphrey intx) any Difloyalcy^ he 
ileaded Igtioranc^ and was difmifled; 
lHcI on Saturday Night related to his Ma* 
efty and the loyal Cokmel at Bofcobel^ 
vhat had palled betwixt him and th^ Rc-> 
?el Colonel at ShefnaL 

This Niight the Good- Wife (whom 
His Majefly was pleafed to call, My Dame 
Joan^ provided fome Chickens for Jtiis 
Majefty's Supper, ( a I - aincy he had not 
lately been acquainted with ) and a little 
Pallet was put into the fecret Place for 
His Majefty to reft iij^ Ibme of tnc Bro- 
thers being continually upon JL?uty, watch- 
ing the Avenues of the Houfe, and the 
Road-way, to prevent the Danger of a 
Surprile. 

After Supper Colonel Carlis asked 
His Majefty, What Meat He would 
pleafe to have provided for the Morrow, 
being Sunday ? His Majefty defi red fbmc 
Mutton, if it might be had : But it was 
thought dangerous for William to go to 
any Market to buy \t\ llnce his Neigh- 
bours all knew he did not ule to buy iuch 
for his own Diet, and io it miglit beget 
a Suipicion of his having Strangers at his 
Houlc : But the Colonel found another 
Expedient to fetisfy His Majefty's De- 
fines •, early on Sunday Morning he repairs 



to 
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to Mr. JVilliam Stauntonh Sheep-0)at, 
who rented iome of the Demeans of Bof- 
cobel\ here he ckofe one of the beft Sheep, 
flicks him with his Dagger, then fends 
William for the Mutton, who brings him 
home on his Back. 

' On Sunday Morning, (September the 
feventh ) His Majefty got up early, ( His 
Dormitory b^g none of the beft, nor 
His Bed the eafieft ) and, near the fecret 
Place where he lay, had the Convenience 
0^^ a Gallery to walk in, where He was 
obferved to i^end fbme Time in His De- 
votions, and where he had the Advan- 
tage of a Window, which lurveyed the 
Road from "Tong to Brewood. Soon after 
His Majefty coming down into the Par- 
lor, His Nofe fell a bleeding, which put 
His poor faithful Servants into a great 
pVight i but His Majefty was plealed loon 
to remove it, by telling them. It often 
did ^o. 

As Ibbn as the Mutton was cold, ^A 
liam cut it up and brought a Leg of it 
into the Parlour j His Majefty called for 
a Knife and a Trencher, and cut ibmc of 
it into Collops, and pricked them with 
the Knife Point •, then called for a Fry- 
ing-Pan and Butter, and fryM ' the Col- 
lops himfelf, of which he eat heartily; 
Colonel Carlis the while being but Under 

Cook, 
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Cook, (and that Honour enough too,) 
made the Fire, and turned the CoUops ia 
the Pan. 

When the Colonel afterwards attend- 
ed His Majefty m France^ His Majefly 
calling to Remembrance this Paflage a- 
mong others, was plealed merrily to pro- 
pole it, as a problematical Queftion ; 
Whether Himfelf or the Colonel were 
the Mafter-Cook at Bofcobel \ and the 
Supremacy was of right adjudged to His 
Majefly. • < 

All this while the other Brothers of 
the Penderels were in their feveral Sta- 
tions, either fcouting abroad to learn In- 
telligence, or upon Ibme other Service;

Mount, and wherein then: was a 
Stone Table, and Seats about it ; and 
.commended the Place for its Rctixed- 
jiels. 

And having underftood by John Pen- 
derely that the Lord PFilmot was at Mr. 
sJVhitgreave^s Houfe, ( for John knew not 
of his Remove to Bentley ) His Majefiy 
was defiroiis to let my Lord hear of Hiin, 
and that he intended to^come to Mofely 
sthat Night. 

To this End John was lent on Sunday 
Morning to -A/(?/^/^j' i but, finding my Lord 
j-emoved thence, was much troubled, and 
then acquainting Mr. JVhitgreave and J^r. 
Huddle fion^ that His Ma jelly was retum- 
led to Bofcobel^ and the iJ>ilaccomodatkm 
He had there •, whereupon they both re- 
-iblvc to go with John to Bentley^ where 
having gained Him an Accels to my Lord, 
his Lordflup defigned to attend the King 
that Night at Mofeley^ and defired Mr 
Whitgreave to meet his Lordfhip at 
Place appointed about twelve of the Clod 
.and Mr. Huddleflon to nominate a Pla( 
where he would attend His Majefly abo 
one of the Clock the fame Night. 

Upon tins Intelligence my Lord m* 
Stay of Mrs. Jane Lane\ Journey to 1 
Jlol^ till His Majefly's Piealiire was kno 
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John Penderel return'd to Bofcobel in 
the Afternoon with Intimation of this 
defign'd meeting with my Lord at Mofi- 
ley that Night-, and the Place which was 
appointed by Mr. HuddleJfoHy where His 
Majefly ihoiild be expefted. But His 
Majefty, having not recovered His late 
Foot- Journey to Madeley^ was not able 
without a Horfe, to perform this to 
Mofeley^ which was about five Miles dit 
tant from Bofcobel^ and near the Mid-way 
from thence to Bentley. 

It was therefore concluded, that His 
Majefty ihould ride upon Humphrey Pen^ 
derePs Miil-Horfe ( for Humphrey was the 
Miller of fmU'Ladies Mill, ) The Horfe 
was taken up from Grafe, and accoutred, 
not with rich Trappings or Furniture, be- 
fitting fo great a King, but with a pitti- 
fill old Saddle and a worfe Bridle. 

When His Majefty was ready to uke 
Horle, Colonel Carlis humbly took Leave 
of Him, being fo wdl known in the Coun- 
try that his Attendance upon His Maje- 
fty would in all Probability liave proved ra- 
ther a Diflervice than otherwifej howe- 
ver his hearty Prayers were not wanting 
for His Majeily's Prelervation. 

Thus then His Majefty was mounted, 
and thus he rode towards Mo/iky^ attend- 
ed by all the honeft Brothers, fFiUiamy

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Job^ Iticbardy Humpbrey and George Peth 
derelj jftd Francis TateSy each of thefe took 
a Rill or Pike Statf on his Back, and ibme 
of them had Piftols in their Pockets ; two 
inarched before, and one on each Side His 
Majefty's Horfe, and two came behind a- 
loof ott, their Defign being this, that in 
Cafe they Ihould have been quefHoned or 
encountered but by five or fix Troopers, 
or fiich like finall Party, they would have 
fhewed their Valour in defending, as well 
as they had done their Fidelity in other* 
wife ferving His Majefty: And though 
it was Micteight, yet they conduced His 
Majefly through By -Ways, for better Se* 
curity. 

After Jbme Experience had of the 
Horfe, His Majefly complained, // was 
the heavieji dull Jade he ever rode on \ To 
which Humphrey ( the Owner of him ) an- 
fivered, (beyond the ufual Capaci.y of a 
Miller,) My Liege ! Can you blame the Horfe 
to go heavily when he has the JVeigbt of 
three Kingdoms on his Back ? 

When His Majefty came to Penford 
Mill, within two Miles of Mr. Wbit- 
greave\ Houfe, His Guides defired Him 
to alight and go on Foot the reft of the 
Way, for more Security, the Foot-Way 
teing the more lecure, and the nearer j 
,and ^t laft they arf iv^d at the Place ap-

pointed by Mr. Huddleftoftj ( which was 
a little Grove of Trees in a Clofe of Mr. 
Whitgreaves called the Pit^LeafoWy^ in 
order to His Majcftys being privately 
conveyed into Mr. JVhitgreavis Houfej 
William^ Humphrey and George^ returned 
with the Horle, the other three attended 
His Majefty to the Houfc :j but His Mar 
jefty, being gone a little Way, had forgot 
X it leeras ) to bid Farewel to ff^illiam and 
the reft, who were going back, fo He caN 
led to them and laid, My Troubles make 
me forget my felf! I thank you aU 5 and 
gave them His Hand to kifs. 

The Lord Wtlmotj in Purfuance of 
his owa Appointment, came to the Meet- 
ing-Place precilely at his Hour j wlicrc 
Mr. JVhitgreave received Him and con- 
veyed him to his old Chamber y but hear- 
ing nothmg of the King at his prefixed 
Time, gave Occafion to fulpeft Ibme Mif- 
fortune might have befal'n Him, tho die 
Night was very dark and rainy, which 
might poflibly be the Occafion of ^Ot long 
Stay ; Mr. iVhitgreave therefore leaves my 
Lord in his Chamber, and goes to Pit- 
leafowy where Mr. Huddlefton . attended 
His Majefty's coming, and about two 
-Hours after the Time appointed His Ma- 
jefty came,, whom Mr. fVhitgreave and 
Mr. Huddlejion conveyed, with much Sa-

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trsfafldon, into the Houfe to my Lord, 
who expefled Him with great Solicitude, 
and preicntly kneeled down and embraced 
His Majefly's Knees, who kifled my Lord 
on the Cheek, and asked him eanieftly> 
^fyhat is become of Buckingham, Cleve- 
land, and others ? To which my Lord 
Gould give little Satisfaftion, but hoped 
they were in Safety. 

My Lord loon after ( addreflSng him- 
ielf to Whitgrekve^ and Mr. Huddkfton^ 
laid, Though I have conceafeditny FrienSs 
Name all this ff^hiky now I muft ttllytm^ 
this is my Majler^ your Mafier^ and the Ma* 
fier of us all 5 not knowing that they un- 
detftood it was the King ^ Whereupon His 
Majefly was pleafed to give His Hand to 
Mr. Whitgreave and Mr. ttuddlefton to 
kifs, and told diem He had received fuch 
an Account from my Lord fVilmot of 
their Fidelity, thit He ihould never for- 
get it i and prefently asked Mr. Whit- 
greave ^ Where is your fecret Place ? which 
being Ihewed His Majefly, He was well 
pleafed therewith, and returning into my 
1 .ord*^s Chamber, late down on the Bed- 
Side, where his Nofe fell a Bleeding.-, and 
then pulled out of His Pocket a Hand- 
kerchief^ iiiitable to the reft of His Ap- 
parrel, both coai;fe and dirty. 
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His Ma jefly's Attire, as was before ob- 
ferved in Part, was then a Leathern-Doub- 
let, with Pewter Buttons, a pair of old 
green Breeches and a Junip^oat (as the 
Country calk it) of the lame Green, a 
Pair 01 His own Stockens, with the Tops 
cut off, becaufe embroydered, and a Pair 
of Stirrup Stockens, which were lent Him 
at Madeley^ and a Pair of old Shoes, cut 
and flaJhed to give Eafe to His Feet, an 
old gray.greafy Hat, without a Lyning, 
a noggeri Shirt, of the coarleft Liiincn •, 
His Face and His Hands ma4p of a ree- 
chy Cemplexion, by the Help of the Wal- 
nut-Tree Leaves, 

Mr. Huddlefiony obfcrving the Coarf- 
nefs . of His Majefly's Shirt to dif^eafe 
Him much and hinder his Refl, asked my 
Lord if the King would be pleafed to 
change his Shirt, which His Majefty con- 
defcendcd imto, and prefently put olf His 
Coarfe Shirt and put on a ftaxen one of 
Mr. HuddkJion''Sy who pulled off His Ma- 
jefty^s Shoes and Stockens, and put Him 
on frefli Stockens, and dried His Feet, 
where he found Ibme Body had innocent- 
ly, but indilcreetly applied white Paper, 
whieli, wiith going, on Foot from the 
Place where His Majefty alighted to the 
Houle, "was rolled betwixt His Stocken? 

D J. ' and 
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and His Skin, and ftrved to incrcafe ra- 
ther than aifwage the Sorenels of His 
Feet. 

Mr. fFhitgreave had by this Time 
brought up fbme Biskct and a Bottle of 
Sack ^ His Majefty eat of the one, and 
drank a good Glafs of the other •, and, 
being thus refreihed, was pleafed to fey 
checrflilly, / am now ready for another 
March \ and if it Jhall fkafe God once more 
to plate me at the Head of but eight or ten 
thoufand good Men^ of one Mind^ and re* 
folved to fight ^ I fiall not doubt to drive 
thefe Rogues out of my Kingdoms. 

It was now Break of the Day on 
Monday Morning the eighth ot September^ 
arid His Majefty was dcfirous to take fbme 
Reft-, to which Purpole a Pallet was car- 
ried into one of the lecret Places, where 
His Majefty lay down, but refted not fo 
well as His Hoft defired ^ for the Place 
was clofe and inconvenient, and durftnot 
adventure to put Him into any Bed in an 
open Chamber, for fear of a Surprile by 
the Rebels. 

After fbme Reft taken in the Hole, 
His Majefty got up, and was plcafed to 
take notice of, and lalute Mr. fFhitgreave\ 
Mother, and ( having His Plate Of Re- 
treat flill ready )' fate betwera Whiles in 
a Clofet over the Pbrch, where he mfght 
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fee thofe that pafled the Road by the 
Houle. 

Before the Lord fFilmot betook him* 
ftlf^ to his Dormitx>ry, he confer'd with 
Mr. JVhitgjreave^ and adviied, that him- 
felf or Mr. Huddlefton would be always 
vigilant about the Houfe, and give no- 
tice if any Soldiers came^ and ( fays 
this noble Lord ) If it Jhould fo fall out^ , 
that the Rebels have Intelligence of your 
harbouring any of the Kin£s Party^ and 
fhould therefore put you to any Torture for 
ConfeJJion^ be fure you difcover me firft^ 
which may haply infuch Cafe fatisfy them^ 
and prejerve the King. This was the Ex^ - 
preffion and Care of a loyal Subjeft, wor- - 
thy eternal Memory, 

On Munday His Majefty and my Lord : 
refbl ved to dilpatch John Penderel to .Co- 
lonel Lane at Bentley^ with DirefUons for 
the Colonel to fend my Lord's Horfes for- 
him that Night about Midnight, and to 
expefl: him. at the uftial Place : . My Lord 
accordingly goes to Bentley again, to make ^ 
Way for His Majefty's Reception there, 
puriuant to a Refblution taken up by His 
Majefly to go Weftward, under the Pro- 
teftion of Mrs. Jane Lane^s Pals •, it being 
moft propable, that the Rebels wholly 

purlbed His Majefly Northwards, and 

I) 5 would. 
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would not at aU lufpe^t Him gone into 
the Weft. 

This Munday after Noon Mr. JVbit- 
weave had notice that fome Soldiers were 
in the Neighbourhood, intending to sq?^ 
pr^hcnd Him, upon Informatictti that He 
bad been at W&rcejter Fight: The King 
wa^ then laid down upon Mr. Huddh" 
fim\ Bed, but Mr. Whitgreave prefently 
fecurcs his Royal Gueft in the fecret Place, 
and my Lord atfb, leaves open all the 
Chamber Doors, and goes boldly dowti 
to the Soldiers, alluring them (as his 
Neighbours alio teftified) that he had not 
b^cn from home in a Fortnight then laft 
paft 5 with which Affeveration the SoWi- 
ers were fatisfied, and came not up Stairs 
ftt all 

In this Interval the Rebels had takes 
a Comet in Chejhire^ who came in His 
Majefly's Troop to ffhife-LadieSy and ei- 
l3ier by ]Vtenaces, or Ibme other Way/ 
bad extorted this Confeffion from him 
concerning the King, ( whom thefe Blood* 
hounds ibught with all polTible l>ffigence) 
that hecamCi^in Company with His Ma- 
jefly to White-Ladies^ where the Rebels 
tad no finall Hopes to find Him \ wheIH^ 
tipon they pofted thither wtthottt ever 
drtiwing bitj^ almoft Idll'd tfeeir Hbries, 

and 
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and brought their faint-hearted Prilbncrs 
with them. 

Being come to fFhite-LadieSj on Tuef^ 
dayy they called for Mr. George GiffarS^ 
who lived in an Apartment of the Houfe, 
prefents a Piftol to his fireaft, and bad 
him confefi where the Kbg was, or he 
Ihould prefently die. Mr. Giffard was 
too loyaJ^ and too much a Gentleman to 
be frighted into any Infidelity, refolutely 
denies the knowing any more, but that di- 
vers Cavaliers came thither on TFednefday 
Night, eat up their Provifion, and de- 
parted i and that he was as ignorant who 
they were, as whence they came, or whi- 
ther they went, and begged, if he muft 
die, that they would firft give him Leave 
to lay a few Prayers. One of thefe Vil- 
lains anlwered. If you can tell us no news 
of the King^ you fb all fay no Prayers : But 
his difcreet anfwer did fomewhat aflwagc 
the Fury of their Leader. They ufed the 
like Threats and Violence (mingled not- 
withftanding with high Promiles of Re- 
ward) to Mrs.. Anne Andrew (to whole Cu- 
ftody Ibme of the King's Clothes, when 
He firft took upon Him the Dilguife were 
committed) who (like a true Firago) 
faithfully liiftain'd the one, and loyally re^ 
fuled the other, which put the Rebels in- - 
to lucha Fury, that they fearched every 
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Comer of the Houle, broke down much, 
of the Wainfcot, and at laft beat the In- 
telligencer fevcreiy, for making them lofe 
iJieir Labours. 

During this Tuefday ih my Lord^A 
«r^/'s Abfence, His Majefty was for the 
moft part attended by Mr.. Huddleftm^ 
Mr.* fP^hitgreave being much. abroad.in the 
Neighbourhood, and Mrs. JVhifgreavehe^ 
low Stairs,^ both inquifitive after News, 
and the Motions of the Soldiery, in 
order to the Prelervatioh of their. Royal 
Gueft. The old. Gentle- woman was this 
Dav told by a Country-Man, who came 
to. ner Houie, that he heard the Kingj 
upon His'Retreat, had beaten His Enemies 
zt H^arrington-Bridge '^ and that. there were 
three. Kings come ih to His Afflftcince^, 
which Story fhe related to His Majefty 
for Divercilement, who Imiling, anfwered 
Surely they are the three Kings of Cole 
come, dirwn from Heaven^ for I can imagk 
none elfe. 

The feme Day His Majefty out oft 
Clolet Window, efpied two Soldiers, w 
pafled by the Gate in the Road, and x> 
Mr. Iluddleftony . He knew one of them 
be a Highlandery and of His own Re 
ment-, who little thought his King 
Colonel to be ib near. 
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And His Majefly for entertainment cA 
the Time was pieafed to difcourfe with 
Mn Huddlefton the Particulars of the Bat- 
tle of Worcefier (the lame in Subftancc 
with what is before related ) and by fome 
Words which His Majefly let ftll, it 
might eafily be collected that His Coun- 
fols had been too often fboner diicovered 
to the Rebels, than executed by His Loy- 
al Subje3s. 

Mr- Huddlefton had under his C3iarge 
young Sir John Prefton^ Mr. "Thomas Playn^ 
and Mr. Francis ReynoldSy and on this 
Tuefday in the Morning . ( the better to 
conceal His Majefly 's being intheHoufe, 
and excufe his own, more than uflial long 
Stay above Stairs ) pretended himfelf to 
be indifpofod' and afraid of the Soldiers, 
and therefore fet his Scholars at feveral 
Garret Windows, and liirveyed the Roads, 
to watch and give notice when they law 
any Troopers coming: This Service the 
Youths performed very diligently all Day, 
and at Night when they were at Supper, 
Sir John called upon his Companions, and 
laid, (more truly than he imagined) Come 
LadSy let us eat luftily^ for we have been 
u^on the Life-Guard to Day. 

This very Day, {^September the 9th,) 

the Rebels at JVeftminfter (in further 

Purliiance of their bloody Defigns ) fet 

forth 
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fbrth a Proclamation, for the Difcovery 
and apprehending Charles Stuart, 
(/or fo their frontlels Impudence ufuaSy 
ftiled His lacred Majefty) His Adhe- 
rents and Abettors, with Promife of xooc// 
Reward to whomlbever fliould apprehend 
Him, ( lo vile a Price they fet upon Sy in- 
eftimable a Jewel.) And Befides, gave 
ftria Command to all Officers of Port- 
Towns, that they fliould permit no Pcr- 
fon to pals beyond Sea, without Ipedal^ 
IJcenle. jfnd Saul /ought Da- 
1 Sam- vid every Day^ but God delivered 
xxiii. 14- bim 'not into bis Hands. 

On Tuefday Night,, between 
twelve and one a Clock, The Lord 75^3^ 
mot lent Colonel Lane to attend His Ma- 
jefty to Bentley^ Mr. Whitgreave meets 
the Colonel at the Place appointed, and 
brings him to the Corner of his Orchard, 
where the Colonel thought fit to ftay. 
whilft Mr. Whitgreave goes in and ac- 
quaints the King that he was come: 
Whereupon His Majefty took His Leave 
of Mrs. Whitgreave^ laluted her and gave 
her many Thanks for His Entertainment, 
but was pleafed to be more particular with 
Mr. Whitgreave and Mr. Huddlefion^ not 
only by giving them Thanks, but by tel- 
ling them. He was very fenfible of the 
Dangers they might incur by entertain- 
ing 
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ing Him, if it fl^uki chance to be difco- 
vered to the Rebels •, therefore His Ma- 
^efly adviled them to be very eyeful of 
themfelveS) ^ind gave them Direftion to 
repair to a Merchant in Lond^n^ who 
fliould have Order to furniih them with 
Moneys and Means of Conveyance beyond 
Sea, if they thonght fit. 

After His Majefly had voochfafed 
diefe gradous EKpreflions to Mr. fflfif^ 
greave amd Mr. Huddlefitmj they told His 
Majefty, all the Service they could now 
do Him, was to pray heartily to Alniigh- 
to God for His Safety and Prefervation, 
and then kneeling down. His Majefty gave 
them his Hand to kifs, and fo went down 
Stairs with 'them into die Orchard, where 
Mr. WhitgretLve both humbly and faith- 
fidly delivered his great Charge into Co- 
lonel Lane's Hands, telling the Colonel 
who the Perfon was he tiiere prefented 
to Him. 

The Night was both dark and cold, 
and His MajdSy's Cteathing thin, there* 
fore Mr. Huddleftm humbly oflfered His 
Majefty a Ooak, which He was pleafed 
to accept, and wore to Bentley^ from 
whence Mr. fluddJefion afterwards receiv- 
led it. 

As loon as Mr. fFhitgreave and Mr. 
Huddlefton heard His Majefty was »ot o^ 
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ly got fafe to Bentley^ but inarched fecnre- 
ly from thence^ they began to refle£t upon 
His Advice, and left any Diicovery fhould 
be made of what had been aded at Afo/e- 
ley^ they both abfented themfelves from 
Home *, the one went to Ltmdon^ the o- 
ther to a Friend's Houfe in fFarwickJhire^ 
where they lived privately till iuch Time 
as they heard His Majefty was lafcly ar- 
rived in France^ and that no Part of the 
afore&id Tranfadions at Mofely had been 
dilcovered to the Rebels, and thea retuni- 
ed home. 

This Mr. Wbitgreave was defcended 
of the ancient Family of the fFintgreaves 
of Burton^ in the County of Stafford^ and 
was iirft a Comet, afterwards Lieutenant 
to Captain I'homas Giffard^ in the firf 
War for His Majefty King Charles tb 
Firft. 

Mr. John Huddlefion was a yoiHig 
Brother of the renowned Family of t 
Houle o^ Hutton-John^ in the County 
Cumberland^ and was a Gentleman VoJ 
tier in his late Majefty's Service, firft 
der Sir John Prefton, the Elder, till 
John was rendered unlerviceable by 
delperate Wounds he received in that 
vice, and after under Colonel Ralph j 
fey at Newark. 
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His Majefty being fafely conveyed to 
Bentley by Colonel Lane^ ftay'd there biic 
a Ihorc Time, took the Opportunity of 
Mrs. Janis Pafs, and rode before her to 
Brifiol^ the Lord Wilmot attending, by 
another Way, at a Diftance. In all which 
Journey* Mrs. Lane performed the Part of 
a moft faithfiil and prudent Servant to His 
Majefty, ihewing her Obiervance, when an 
Opportunity would allow it, and at other 
Times aiUng her Part in the Diiguife with 
much Difcretion. 

Birr the Particulars of His Majefty's 
Arrival at -Sri/?^/, and the Houfesoffeveral 
l.oyal Subjefts, both in Somerfetjbire^ Dor^ 
fttjbm^ JViltJhire^ Hampjbire^ and ^o to 
Brigbtbempfion in Suffix^ where he on the 
15 th o^ Ohober 1651, took Shipping, and 
landed fecurely in France the next Morn- 
ing i and the feveral Accidents, Hardfhips, 
and Encounters, in all that Journey, muft 
be the admired Subjeft of the Second Part 
of this Hiftory. 

The very next Day after His Majefty 
left Bofcobely being Monday the eighth of 
September^ two Parties of Rebels came 
thither, the one being Part of the County 
Troop, who fearched die Houle with 
Ibme Civility j the other, (Captain Brmd- 
wafs Men) did it with more leverity, 
eat up their little. Store of Provifion, 

ijlua- 
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plunder'd the Houfe of what was porta- 
ble, and one of them prcfented a Piftol to 
ff^ilUam Pender eJy and much frighted my 
jy^mt Joan \ yet both Parties returned as 
ignorant, as they came, of that Intelligence 
they lb greedily Ibught after. 

This Danger being over, honeft JftUh 
am began to think of making SatisfaflioD 
for the fat Mutton, and accordingly ten- 
dered Mr. Staunton, its worth in Money > 
but Staunton underftanding the Sheep was 
killed for the Relief of Ibme honeft Cava- 
liers, who had been fheltered at Bofcohdy 
refufed to take the Mottey, but Vfiihed, 
much good it might do them. 

These Pendereh were of honeft Paren- 
tage, but mean Degree, fix Brothers bom 
at Hohhal Grange in the Pariih. of ?i% 
and County o^ Salop > William^ John^ 3- 
chardy Humphry y Thomas ^ and George] 
John^ Thomas and George ^ were Soldiers 
m the firft War for K.Charles I. Tho- 
mas was flain at Stow Fight, William^ as 
you have heard, was a Servant at Bofcohel^ 
Humphry a Miller, and Richard rented 
Part of Hobbal Grange.. 

His Majefty had not been long gone 
from Bofcobely but Colonel Carlis fent JVil' 
Ham Penderel to Mr. Humphry Ironmongery 
his old Friend at Wolverhampton -^ who 
not only proaired him a Pafs from iomt 
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of the Rebel-G)mmand€rs in a di^uiied 
N ame to go to London^ but fnmiihcU him 
with Money for his Joiimey, by Means 
whereof he got lafe thither, and from 
thence into Holland^ where he brought 
the firft happy News of His Majc%'s 
Safety to his Royal Sifter the Princds of 
Orange. 

This Colonel fVillium Carlis was bom 
at Brom-ball in StaffordJhirCj within two 
Mileis of Bofcobely of good Parentage, 
Was a Peritbn of approved Valour, and 
engaged all along in the firft War for K. 
Charles I. of happy Memory, andfinc?e 
his Death was no left aflivc for his Royal 
Son i for which, and his particular Ser- 
vice ftftd Fidelity before-mention'd, his 
Majefty was pleas'd hy Lctterar Patents 
under the Great Seal of England to give 
hina, by the Name of fPtlttam Carlos^ 
fwhich i-i Spanijh fignifics Charles) a very 
h(Miourable 'Coat of Arms, in ferpetuam 
ret Memori^m^ as 'tis expre^'d in the Let- 
ters Patents. 

The Oak ^s now properly cati'd. The 
Royal Oak of Bofcobely nor will it lofe 
tliat Name whilft it continues a Tree^ nor 
thrit Tree a Memory, whilft we hav€ an 
Inn left in England^ fince the Royal Oak 
is now become a frequent Sign both in 
London^ and all the chief Cities of this 
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Kingdom. And ilnce his Majdb 
py Reftauration, that thefe Myfter 
been revealed, hundreds of Pep 
many Miles roixid, have flock'd to 
famous BoscOBEL, which (as yc 
heard) had once the Honour to 
Palace of his facred Majefty, but 
to behold the Royal Oak^ which hi 
deprived of all its young Boughs 
numerous viliters of it, who keq 
in Memory of His Majefty's hapj 
fervation j inlbmuch that Mr. Fitz 
who was afterwards Proprietor, w 
ced in a due Seafcxi of the Year, t 
Part of it, for its Prefervation, a 
himfelf to the Charge of fencing 
bout with a high Pale, the be 
tranfinit the happy Memory of it 
ftcrity.

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fMl^ William P^nderel was twice qucftion- 
ed at Shrewsbury on the fiine account by 
Captain Fox and one LluelUn a Sequcftra- 
tor, and Richard was much threatned by 
a peevilh Neighbour at White-Ladies ; 
but neither Threats nor Temptations 
were able to batter the Fort of their 
Loyalty.

His Majefty thus refreihed, and thus 
accoutr'd with all Neceifaries tor a Jour« 
ney in the defigned Equipage, after be 
had taken leave of my Lord fFilfnotj and 
;reed on their Meeting within a &vr 
lays after at Mr. George Nortonh Houfe 
at Leigh near Briftoh, the Colonel coo* 
vey'd him a back Way into the Stably 
where he fitted his Stirrups, and gave him 
Ibme Inftruftions for better afting the Rrt 
of Will JackfoUy mounted him cmi a good 
double Gelduig, and directed him to come 
to the Gate of the HouJe, which he pHQ^ 
ftually perjformed, with his Hat under his 
Ann. 

By this Time it was Twilight, and old 
Mrs, Lane (who knew nothing of tiiis 
great Secret) would needs fee her be* 
loved Daughter take Horfe, which whilft 
j[he v/as intending, the Colonel faid to the

That Night (according to Defign* 
ment^ Mrs. Lane and her Company took 
up tneir Quarters at Mr. 7'omlf's Houie, 
at LongmarfioHy Ibme three Miles Weft of 
Stratford^ with whom ihe was well ac* 
quainted j here JVill Jackfon being in the 
Kitchin, in puriiuance of his Diiguifi^ 
and the Cook N'*aid bufy in providii^ 
Supper for her Matter's Friends, ihe dcfi- 
red him to wind up the Jack •, fTill Jack- 
fon was obedient, and attempted itj^ but 
hit not the right VN'ay, which made the 
Maid in Ibme Paffion ask, What Countrj* 
tnan are youy that you know not how t^ 
wind up a Jack ? ff^ilL Jackfon anfwcred 
very latistkaorily, I am a poor Tenants 
Son of Colonel Lane in Staffordfhire, w 
feldom have roaft Meaty hut when wehaviy 
we don't make ufe of a Jack ^ which in. 
Ibme Meafure aiTwaged the Maid's Indigr 
nation. 

The fame Night my Lord, with the 
Colonel arrived lafely at Sir Clement Fijher\ 
Houle at PackingtoHy where they found a 
Welcome fuitable to the Noblenels of his 
Mind, and a Security anfwerahle to die. 
feith ulne!s of his Heart. 

Next Morning my Lord thought fit 
to dilpatch the Colonel to London^ to pro- 
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nare, if poffible, a Pals for the King, by 
:he Name of fFilliam Jackfon^ to go into 
France^ and to bring it himlelf or lend it, 
^as Opportunity Ihould be offered) to Mr^ 
Nortofis Houfe, where my Lord (as you 
iave heard) was.deligned to attend His 
Majefty. 

On iTjurfday Morning (nth of Sept.") 
the King, with Mrs. Laney and Mr. Laf- 
(els role early, and after Mrs. Lane had 
taken leave both of Mx.Petre and his 
Wife (whole Way Ibv more South) and 
yf Mr. Tombs the Mailer of the Houfe, 
they took Horfe, and without any conl> 
dcrable Accident, rode by Camden^ and 
arrived that Night at an Inn in Ciren- 
tefier in Gkucefterjbirey diliant about twen- 
ty four Miles from Longmarfton. After 
Supper a good Bed was provided for Mr.

His Majefty in the beft Bed, and himlelf 
in the other, and uled the like due obler« 
vance^ when any Opportumty would al« 
low it.^ 

The next Day being Friday^ the Roy- 
al Traveller, with his Attendants, left Cu 
rencefteTy aini by the Way of Sudbury rode 
to and dirough the City of BriJioJ^ (wberc- 
la th^ had once loft their Way, till inqui- 

I ^y 
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ry better informed thexn) and amvcjd dttC 
tvening at Mr. Norton s Houfe zt Leigh^ 
feme three Miles from Briftoly and aboet 
thirty from Cirencejler^ which was the (le- 
lired End of this perillous Journey. 

At this Place His Majefly ftill oWtt 
nued under the Notion of one of Colofiel 
Lane^ Tenant's Sons ^ and, by a prefet- 
tled Gmtrivance with Mrs. Lane^ teigtied 
himlelf fick of an Ag^ie, imder colour 
whereof ihe procured him the better ChaiiH 
ber and Accommodation without any Suf* 
picion, and ftill took Occafion from thence 
with all poflible Care and Obfervance, to 
fend the fick Perfon fome of the beft 
Meat from Mr. Norton^ Table j aad 
Mrs. Norton^ s Maid, Margaret Rider ^ (who 
was commanded to be his Nurle-keeper^ 
and believed him fick indeed) madc/^/- 
liam a Carduus-Pojfet^ and was very= carefbl 
of him •, nor was His Majefty at all knovm 
or lufpefted here, eitlier by Mr. Norton or 
his Lady, from whole Knowledge yet, he 
was not concealed out of any the kaft 
Diftruft of their Fidelity, (for his whole 
Dominions yielded not more feithful Sub- 
jecb) but becaufe llich Knowledge might 
haply at unawares have drawn a greater 
RelpeO: and Obfervancc from them, than 
tliat Exigent would lafely admit of. 

Under 
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Under the Dilguife of this Ague His 
Majefty for the moft Part lept his Cham- 
ber, during his Stay at Leigb $ yet, being 
ibniewhat wearied with that kind of Im- 
priibtunent, one Day (when his Ague 
might be imagined to be in the Intermifl 
lion) he walk'd down to a Place, where the 
young xmen played at a Game of fiail cal« 
led Fives^ where His Majefty was ask'd 
by one of the Gamefters, if he could play, 
and would take his Part at that Game ^ 
he pleaded unskilfulnefs, and niodeftiy re« 
fiifed. 

But behold an unexpe^led Accident 
heie fell out, which put His Majefty and 
Mrs. JU^^e into fbme apprehenfion of the 
Danger of a Difcovery. Mr. Nartorf^ 
Butler (^whofe Name was John Pope) had 
ierved a Courtier fbme Years before the 
War, and His Majefty's Royal Father in 
the War, under Colcxiel Bagot at Litclh^ 
field J and by that Means had the Phyfio- 
gnomy of the King (then Prince of PFaJes) 
fo much imprinted in his Memory, that 
(tho' His Majefty was in all Points moft 
accurately difguifed) yet the Butler knew 
him, and communicated his Knowledge 
to Mrs. Ltme^ who at firft abfolutely de- 
nied him to be the Kii^ but after, up- 
on Conference and Advice had with His 
Maje% it was thought b^ to acknow- 

2 *^^r 
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tedj^t it to the Butler, and, by the Bonds 
of Allegiance, conjure him to Secrecy, 
who thereupon kifled the King's Handj 
and proved perfeftly honeft. 

On Saturday Sight (13th ofSepfemhry 
the Lord tVilmot arrived at a Village near 
Leigh where he lay, but came evei^ Day 
to vifit JVill. Jackfon and Mrs. LanCy as 
Perlons of his Acquaintance ^ and fb had 
the Opportunity to attend and confiilt with 
His Majefly unfulpeftedj during their toy 
at Leigh. 

Soon after, upon lerious Advice hai 
with my Lord, it was relblved by His 
Majefly to go to^ Trent y the Houle of O)lo* 
nel Francis TFyndhanty (of whofe Fidelity 
His Majeflry had ample Aflurance) whacn 
lies in Somerfetjhirey but bordering on the 
very Skirts of Dorfetjhire near Sherhurn ; 
and therefore was judged to be convenient- 
ly leated in the Way towards Ume and 
other Port Towns, where His Majefly 
might probably take Shipping for France. 

In purfiiance of this Relblve, the Lord 
Wilmot (as His Majefliy's Harbinger) rodC' 
to Trent on Monday ^ to make Way for his 
more private Reception there j and Tmf-- 
day Morning {Sept. 16.) His Majesty-s 
i^ue being then (as was pretended) in the 
Receis, he repaired to the Stable^ and 
there gave Order for maldng ready the 

Horles> 
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EJorfes, and then it was fignified from Mrs- 
LanCy (tho' before (o agreed) thzt ff^illiam 
Jackfon ihould ride fingle and carry the 
Portmanteau •, accordingly they mounted, 
>eing attended Part of the Way by one 
>f Mr. Nortori% Men as a Guide, and 
:hat Day rode through the Body of So^ 
nerfetjhirey to Mr. Edward Kirton^s Houfe 
it CcbftU'Cary^ near Burton^ where His Ma- 
lefty lay that Night, and next Morning arri- 
ired at Colonel Wyndham^ laid Houfe,which 
was about twenty fix Miles firora Leigh. 

His Majefty was now at Irent^ in as 
much Safety, as the Matter of the Houfe 
his Fidelity and Prudence could make 
him^ but the great Work was how to 
procure a Veflel for Tranlportation of this 
great Trealiirc \ for this End His Majefty, 
the Lord fFtlmot^ G)lonel JVyndbam^ had 
ieveral Conlults, and in puriiiancc of their 
Determination, the G>lonel with his truf- 
ty Servant Henry Peter s^ pofted to Lime^ 
which is about twenty Miles from 7r^«/, 
where, after fbme Difficulty, by the At 
fiftance of Captain William Elfden^ a loy- 
al Subjeft (at whgfe Houfe the Colonel 
lodged) he hir'd a Bark to tranfport His 
Majefty for France^ which Bark was by 
Agreement to attend at Charmouth (a lit- 
tle maridnie Village near Zjw) at a Time 

ap^ 
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appointed, and retum'd with all ipeedta 
Trent witli the good News. 

The next Day His Majcfly relblved 
for Limcy and Mrs. Jane Lane here hum- 
bly took her Leave of him, returning, 
with Mr. Laffels^ by His Majefly's per- 
million into Staffordjhire^ leaving him in 
faithhil Hands, and in a hopeful Way of 
efcaping the bloody Defigns of vcitt^f& 
Rebels \ which as it was all along the 
Scope of her Endeavours, io was it now 
the Subjeft of her Prayers; yet it was 
ftill thought . the beft Difguife, for His 
Majefty to ride before Ibme Woman; and 
accordingly Mrs. Julian Conningsby^ Colo- 
nel TVyndham\ Kinfwoman, had die Hooon:' 
to ride behind His Majefty, who with th»: 
Lord Wilmot^ the Colonel, and Henry Pe- 
ters^ came that Evening to a blind im in 
Cbarmouthy near which Place the Skipper 
had promiled to be in readinels with hii 
Bark 3 but oblerve the Difappointment. 

In the interim (whilft Colonel ^yni- 
ham was gone back to Trenf) it feems the 
KebeljEi ^?oclematton, for apprehending 
Charles Stuart (meaning in their im- 
pudent Phrafe) our then gracious King, 
and prohibiting, for a certain Time, the 
Tranlportation of any Perfon without a par- 
ticular Licenfe, had been publiihed in and 
about Lime^ and the Skipper having ac- 
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quamted his Wife, that he had agreed to 
tranlport two or three Perlbns into FraucCy 
vvliom he beheved might be Cavaliers, it 
i'ccms the Grey Mare was th^ better Horfe\ 
for fhe locked up her Husband in his 
Chamber, and would by no Means permit 
him to go the Voyage j f[} that whilft 
Henry Peters ftay'd on the Beach moft 
Part of the Nighty His Majefty, and tlic 
rqft of the Company fate up in the Inn^ 
expcdixig News of the Sea-man with his 
Boat who never appeared. 

The next Morning His MajefJy and 
Attendants relblving to return to frent^ 
rode firfl to Bruteport in Dmrfetjhire^ where 
He, ftay'd at an Inn, whilft Henry Peters 
was fcpt back to Captain Elfden^ to fee 
if there were any Hope left of perfuading 
the Skipper, or rather of gaining Leave 
of his Wife, for him to underuke the 
Voyage \ but all Endeavours proved inef^ 
iewis^, and by that Time Harry returned, 
the pay was fb far fpent, that His Ma- 
jefty could conveniently reach no farther 
that Night than Broad-fVindfar \ and 
( which added much to the Danger ) CoL 
Heane ( one. of CromwelVs Commanders ) 
at this very Time was tnarching Rebels 
from fevgral Garrifons to fVeymoutb^ and 
other adjacent Ports, in order to their be- 
ing fhiraed, for the forcing the Ifland of 

Jerfey 
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Jer/ey from His Majefty's Obedience, as 
they had done all the reft of His Doiui; 
nions $ fo that the Roads of this Country 
were full of Soldiers. 

Broad'fFindfor afforded but one Ion, 
and that the George ^ a mean one too (and 
which was worfe ) the beft accommoda- 
tions in it were, before His Majefty's Ar- 
rival, taken up by Rebel Soldiers, one of 
whole Doxies was brought to Bed in the 
Houfe, which caufed the Conftable and 
Overfeers for the Poor of the P^iih tt> 
come thither at an unfeafbnable Hour of 
the Night, to take Care that the Bnt 
might not be left to the Charge of tte 
Pariih^ fo that HisMajefty, through tin^ 
Difturbance went not to Bed at i^ and 
we may lafely conclude, He took as little 
reft here, as he did the Night before at 
Charmouth. Thus were the Tribulations of 
DavidV Heart enlarged^ and he prayed, 
Deliver mOy O Lord^ from my Diftreps. 

His Majefty having ftill thus miracu- 
loufly efcaped Dangers, which hourly en- 
vironed fcfim, returned fafe to Trent next 
Morning, where, after feme Refrejfhmcnt 
and Reft taken, He was plealed to call my 
Lord Wilmot and Colonel Wyndham ( the 
Members of His little Privy Counfel) 
together, to confider what Way was next 
to be attempted for His Traniportation, 

After 
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After, fever al Propofals, it was at laft 
refblved that my Lord ( attended and 
conduced by Henry Peters ) fhould the 
next Day be fent to Salisbury, to Mr. 
yohn Coventry^ (Son to the late Lord 
Co^ventry^ Lord Keeper of the Great Seal 
of England') who then lived in the Clofe 
of that Gty, and was known to be both 
a prudent rerlbn and a perfeft Lover of 
liis Sovereign, as well to advife how to 
procure a Bark for pafling His Maiefty 
into France^ as for providing fome Mo- 
neys for His prefent neceflary Occafions. 

My Lord, being arrived at Salisbury^ 
difpatched Henry Peters back to Trenty 
with Intimation of the good Reception 
he found there j for, Mr. Coventry did not 
only fumifti him with Moneys, but was 
very- Iblicitous for His Majefty's Safety 5 
to which End he advifed with Dr. Hum- 
phrey Henchman^ a worthy Divine, who 
fince His Majefty's happy Reftauration, 
was with much Merit advanced to the E- 
pifcopal See of Salisbury. 

The Refult of thefe two loyal Peribns 
Coniultadon was, that His Majefty fhould 
be defired to remove to Hele^ ( which lay 
about three Miles North-Eaft of^ Salif- 
hufy^ the Dwelling-Houfe of Mrs, Mary

undertook to be His Majefty^s Conductor 
to Heky which was near thirty Miles 
difbnt from ^rent. 

During His Majefty's Stay at I'rent 
X which was about a Fortnight ) He waj, 
ior His own Security, forced to confine

In the mean Time the Lord IVtlmot 
^ who took up the borrowed Name of Mr. 
JBarlow^ rode to fuch Gentlemen of his 
Acquaintance in Hampjhirey whom he knew 
to be faithful Subjeiid, to leek Means for 
( what he lb much defired ) the Tranf- 
portation of His Majefty •, and firft re- 
paired to Mn Laurence Hyde^ (a Name 
as faithful as fortunate in His Majefty's 
Service at his Houfe at Hinton D^aubigny 
near Catharington^ then to Mr. "Thomas 
Henjlow at Burhant^ in the fame County, 
to whom ( as Perlbns of known Fidelity ) 
my Lord communicated his weighty Bu- 
finefs, and defired their Aflfiftance for pro- 
curing a Bark for His Majefty's Tranf* 
portation.

Fa'OM the .3d of September at Wi 
ier to the 1 5th of Oflober at Brithe% 
being one and forty Days, He j 
tllroiigh xOdrt Dangers than he trai 
jMiles, of which yet He traverfed in 
Time only near three hundred ( n( 
i|>ieak of his Dangers at Sea, both s 
coming into Scotland^ and His going 
of England^ nor of his long March 
Scotland to Worcefier ) Ibmetimes on 
Iridi urteaiy Shoes s at other Time 
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Horieback, encumbered with a Portman- 
teau^ and which was worie, at another 
Time on the gall-back'd, flow-pac'd Mil- 
ler^'s Horie , Ibmetime a^g one Dilguiie 
in coarle Linnen and a Leather Doublet ^ 
fometimes another^ ofalmoft as bad a Com- 
pletion j one Day He is forced to fculk in 
a Barn at Madeley ^ another Day fits with 
Colonel Qarlos in a Tree, with His Feet 
extreamly gall'd, and at Night glad to 
lodge with William Penderel in a fecret 
Place at Bofcohel^ which never was intend- 
ed for the Dormitory of a King.

OW that after the Battle of 
Worcefter^ His Sacred Majefty 
xnoft wonderfuBy efcaped the 
Hands of His Blood-thirfly 
Enemies, and (under a Dif. 
guife, in the Company of Mrs. Jane Lane) 
lafely arrived at Abbots-Leigb in Somerfet- 
Jhire^ ( the Seat of Sir Oeorge Norton j ly- 
ing near to the City of Brijiol') hath been 
fully publifhed unto the World. His Ma- 
jefty's Journey from thence to the Houfe 
of Colonel Francis Wyndham at Trent y in 
the lame County, His Stay there. His 
Endeavour ( though fruftrate ) to get o- 
ver into France ^ His Return to Trent ^ His 
final Departure thence in order to His 
Jiappy Tranlpwtaticn, are the Subjefl of 

this 
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this prefent Relation. A Story, in which 
the Conftellations of Providence are ib re- 
fulgent, that their Light is liiflScient to 
confute all the Atheifts of the World, and 
to enforce all perfons (whole Faculties are 
not pertinaciouflydeprav'd) to acknowledge 
a watchful Eye of G O D from above, 
looking upon all Adions of Men here be- 
low, making even the moft Wicked fub- 
fervient to his juft and glorious Defigns. 
And indeed, vvhatlbever the Ancients fa- 
bled of Gyges^.s Ring, by wliich he could 
render himfelf invifible, or the Poets fan- 
cied of their Gods, who ufually carried 
their chief Favourites in the Clouds, and 
by drawing thofe aerial Curtains, didfo 
conceal them, that they were- heard and 
fcen of none, whilft they both heard and 
faw others, is here moft certainly verifi- 
ed. For, the Almighty io clofely covered 
the King, with the Wing of his Protec- 
tion, and io clouded the Underftanding 
t)f His cruel Enemies, that the moft 
peircing Eye of Malice could not lee, nor 
the moft barbaroufly-bloody Hand offer 
Violence to His Sacred Perlon \ God fmit- 
ing His Purlliers ( as once he did the S(h 
damiies) with Blindnels, who with as much 
Eagernefs fought to facrifice the Lord's 
Anointed to their Fury, as the other did 
to proftitute the Angels to their Lufts- 

But 
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But before, the feveral Particulars of 
this Story are laid open, two Queftions 

i (eafily forefeen) which will be readily 

: asked by every Reader, call for an An- 
fwer. The one is. Why this Relation, fo 
much expefted, fo much longed for, has 

. been kept up all this while from publicfc 
View ? And the other. How it comes to 
pafs, that it now takes the Liberty to walk 
abroad ? Omcerning the firft, it muft be 

. known, that a Narrative of thefe Paflages 
was ( by elpecial Command from His Mar 

\ jefty ) written by the O)loners own Hand, 
immediately after the King's Return in- 
to England'^ which (being prefented to 
His Ma jefty) was laid up in His Royal 

. Cabinet, there to reft for fbme Time, it 
being the King's Pleafure (for Reafons beft 
known to his Sacred Self) that it Ihould 
not be then publilhed 

And as his Ma jefty 's Command to keep 
it private, is a fatisfaftory Anfwer to the 
firft > fo. His Licence now obtained that 
it might travel abroad, may fofficient- 
ly refolve the fecond Queftion. But be- 
fides this, many prevalent Reafons there 
are, which plead tor a Publication ^ the 
chief of which are thele : That the im- 
placable Enemies of this Crown may be for 
ever filenced and afhamed^ who having 

neither Law nor Religion to patronize 

thei^ 
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their unjuft Undertakings, conftraed a bare 
Permiflion, to be a divine Approbadoo of 
their A£Kons j and ( taking the Almighty 
to be (iich a one as themfelves) blaiphe- 
moufly entitled God to be the Author of 
all their Wickednels- But the Arm of 
God ftretched out from Heaven to the 
Refcue of the King, cutting off the Clue 
of their Succeft, even then when thw 
thought they had Ipun up their Threap 
hath not left them lb much as an Apron 
of Fig-Leaves to cover the Nakcdnefi of 
their mod Ihamefiil Proceedings. 

The next is, That the Truth of His 
Majefty's Elcape ( being minced by Ibmc, 
milbiken by others, and not fiiUy fet forth 
by any ) might appear in its native Beau- 
ty and Splendor •, that as every duft of j 
Gold is Gold, and every Ray of Light is 
Light, lb every Jot and Tittle of Truth 
being Truth, not one Grain of the Trea- 
liire, nor one Beam of the Luftre of this 
Story might be loft or clouded ^ it being 
lb rare, fo excellent, that aged Time out 
of all the Archives of Antiquity can hard- 
ly produce a Parallel. Singularly admira- 
ble indeed it is, if we confider the Cir- 
cumftances and Aftors. The Colonel (who 
chiefly defigned, and moved in this great 
affair ) could not have had the Freedom

For, coming home from fi^eymoutb 
upon his Parole, he had the Opportiuiity 
to travel freely, without fear of being 
Hopped, and taken up : And being newly 
removed from Sherborne to Trent ^ the jea- 
lous Eye of Somerfetjhire Potentates had 
fcarce then found him out, whole male- 
volent Afpeft afterwards feldom liiffcred 
him to live at home, and too too often 
furnilhed his Houfe with very unwelcome 
Guefte. Others, who contributed their Af^ 
fiftance, were Perfbns of both Sexes, and 
of very different G)nditions and Qualities : 
And although their Endeavours often prov- 
ed fiiccelsleft, though they received Dif- 
couragements on one Hand, were terrifi- 
ed with Threats on the other y that -a 
Seal of Silence Ihould be imprinted upon 
the Lips of Women, who are become pro- 
verbial for their Garrulity, that Faith- 
fiilnels and Confhncy fhould guard the 
Hearts of Servants, who arc uliially cor- 
rupted with Rewards, or affrighted with 
Puniiliments ; that neither Hope nor Fear 
(mofl powerful Paffions, heightened by 
capital Animadverfions proclaimed againft 
all that ihould conceal, and large Remu- 
nerations promifed to flich as fhould dif- 
cover the King ) could -work nothing up- 

G oa 
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•on any lingle Perlbn, fb as to remove 
him or her from their refpeftive Duty, 
but that all fhould harmoniouQy concen- 
ter, both in the Defign, and alfb after- 
ward keep them fo long clofe fliujt up un- 

.vider the Lock of Secrecy, that nothing 
could be dilcovered by the moft exquifite 
Art and Cunning, till the blefied Reftau- 
ration of His Majefty to His glorious 
Throne, lb filled their Hearts with Joy, 
that it broke open the Door of their 
Lips, and let their Tongue loofe to tell this 
Miracle to the amazed World, would (were 
tiot the Perlbns yet alive, and the Story 
frelh in Memory ) rarify it into a Ro- 

imance. 

The Reproaches and Scandals, by which 
Ibme envious Perfbns have Ibught to di- 

'^minifh and vilify the faithful Services, 
which the Colonel, out of the Integrity 

^^of his Soul, performed unto His Majefly, 

-ihall not here be mentioned j becaule by 
taking up Dirt to belpatter him, they dc- 
•file their own Hands, and the Gun tliey 

•level at his Reputation, recoils to the 

-wounding of their own. 

These Things thus premifed, by Way 

*T)f Introduftion, open the Gate, through 

^-yvhich you may enter, and in the enfu- 

^ing Pages ( as in leveral Tables ) take a 
full View of the Particulars. 
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The DUguife His Majefty put on, 
feciired Him from the Cruelty of His 
Enemies, but could not altogether hide 
Him from the prying Eyes of his dutiful 
Subjefls. For in the Time of His Stay 
at Leigh J one John Pope^ (then Butler to 
Sir George Norton^ but formerly a Soldier 
for the King in the Weft) through all 
thole Clouds elpied the moft iUuftrious 
Perlbn of the King. With him His Ma- 
jefty (after He law Himlelf dilcovered) 
was plealed familiarly to dilcourici ^J^d 
Ipeaking of the great Sufferings of very 
many of His Friends in the Weftem Parts 
( moft whereof were well known to Pope ) 
His Majefty enquired if he knew Colonel 
Francis If^yndham^ who, (in the Time of 
the late Wars ) was Govemour of Duth 
y?^r-Caftle ? Very wdl, Sir, anfwered Pope. , 
The King then demanding what was be- 
come of him ? Pope replies, that the Co- 
lonel had married Mrs. Anne Gerard^ 
one of the Daughters and Heirefles of 
Thomas Gerard Efqj late of Trent in So* 
merfetjhire^ and that he had newly brought 
thither his Mother, ( the Lady Wynd- 
ham^ his Wife and Family ^ and that he 
believed the Colonel intended there to re- 
fide and live. His Majefty havingreceiv- 
ed this Intelligence coacemmft x]i\<^\iG\^^^ 

G a xo^^^^ 
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tc^ether with an esa^l Information of the 
jSituation of Jlrentj lought an Opportuni^ 
^o ipeak with Mrs. Laney (from whom 
the better to conceal Himfelf^ He then 
Jcept at a diftance ) and by means of Mr. 
Lsffels ( who accompanied the King in 
chis journey ) obtaining his Defire, His 
Alajefty with much Contentment imparted 
to Mrs. Lane what P<^ had intbrined 
Him concerning Colonel Ti^yndbam^ and 
his Habitation \ telling her withal, that if 
Ihe could bring diim thither. He ihould 
not doubt of JHis Safety. 

Jn this very Point of Time comes the 
Lord Hefsrj Ullmot ( afterwards Earl ef 
Rocbfjier) from Dirbam in Glocefterjhirt 
(the Seat of John ffunter Elqj a Perfoo 
of known JLoyalty and Integrity S to Leigk 
My Lord had attended His Majefly in 
His Paflage Wefbvard, and on Friday 
Morning (^September the i^th") met acci- 
dentally Cape *fbomas Jbitigton of Dc<w^' 
tvell^ in the County of Gloceficry at Pirh 
iury'¥?ixk'^ and being known by the Cap- 
tain, ( who had ierved under him in the 
late Wars ) was that Night by him con- 
duced to Mr. Winter\^ from whom his 
Lordfliip ( as he hath often fince acknow- 
ledged ) received great Civilities. Mrs. 
Lane prelcntly reveals to the Lx>rd JVil- 
.mot the Kbg's Refblution .to remove to 
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Trent -^ whereupon my Lord demanded of 
Henry Rogers ( Mr. fVinter^s Servant, and 
his Lorcfihip's Guide from Dirham xo 
Leigh ) Whether he knew Trent ? He 
:infwered5 that Colonel Wyndham and his 
Mafter had married two Sifters, and that 
he had often waited on his Mafler thi- 
ther. Thefe Things fo happily concur* 
ring, His Majefty commanded the Lord 
TVilmot to hafte to Trent ^ and to alcertain 
the Colonel of liis ipeedy -Approach. 

His Lordfhip took Leave, and continu- 
ing Rogers for his Guide, with one Robert 
Swan^ arrived at Trent the fixteenth of 
September. Rogers was fent in forthwith 
to the Colonel, to acquaint l^^ that a 
Gentleman, a Friend of his, deflred the 
Favour of him, that he would pleafe to 
ftep forth and ^ak with him. The Co- 
lonel enquiring of Rogers whether he knew 
the Gentleman or his Bufinefs ? anfwered, 
No, he .underftood nothing at all, but on-p 
ly that lie was called by the Name of 
Mr. Morton. Then without further Dift 
courfe, the Colonel came forth, and found 
the Gentleman walking near the Stable \ 
whom, as ibon as he approached, (al-» 
though it was fbmewhat dark) he fakitr 
ed by the Title of. My Lord Wilmot^ 
His Lordftiip lecmed to wonder that h« 
ihould be known j but it was nothing

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preflions, the Colonel brought the Lord 
M^ilmot into his Parlour, where he receiv- 
ed an exafl: Account of His Majefl/sCon* 
dition and prefent Affeirs. 

Next Morning, the Colonel found it 
neceflary to acquaint the Lady Wyndbamj 
his Mother, and alio his own Lady, with 
the Particulars the Lord Wilmot had o- 
ver Night imparted to him, concerning 
the King. The Relation he gave them, 
did not ( through the Weaknefs of their 
Sex ) bring upon them any womaniih PaA 
fion, * but furprized with Joy, they moft 
cheerfully relblve ( without the leaft Shew 
of Fear ) to hazard all, for the Safety of 
the King. And ^o ( begging God's BleA 
fihg upon their fincere Endeavours ) they 
contrive how His Majefty might be brought 
into the Houie, withouir any Sulpicion to 
their Family, confifting of above twenty 
Perlbns. Among them, therefore, Mrs. Ju^ 
lian Coningsby (the Lady fVyndbam^s 
Niece) Elianor Withers^ Joan Halfenotby 
and Henry Peters ( whofe Loyalty to the 
King, and Fidelity to themftlves, they 
had liifBciently experienced ) are made 
privy to their Defign. Next they confi- 
der what Chambers are fitteft for His 
Majefty's Reception. Four are made 
tJioice of-, amongft which the Lady 
Wyndhani% was counted moft convenient 
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for the Day-time, where the Servants 
might wait with more Freedontupon Kis 
Majefty. Then a fafe Place is provided 
to retreat unto, in cale of Search, or im- 
minent: Danger. And laftly, Employ- 
ments are defigned to remove all others 
out of die Way at the Inftant of His 
Ma jelly's Arrival. All which, after a 
while, anlwered their Defires, even be- 
yond their Expeftation. 

Betw eem nine and ten the next Morn- 
ing, the Colonel and his Lady walking to- 
wards the Fields adjoining to the Houfe, 
eljiied the King riding before Mrs. Lane^ 
and Mr. Laffels in their Company. AiToon 
as His Majefty came near'the Colonel, He 
called to him, Franky Frank^ how doft thou 
do ? By which gracious Plealance the Co- 
lonel perceiv'd, that though His Majefty's 
Habit and Countenance were much changed, 
yet his heroick Spirit was the lame, and 
His Mind immutable. The Colonel ( to 
avoid the jealous Eyes of Ibme Neigh- 
bours) inllantly conveyed the King and 
Mrs. Lane into the Lady Wyndhamh Cham- 
ber, where the Paflions of Joy and Sor- 
row did a while combat in them, who 
beheld His lacred Perloa For what loy- 
al Eye could look upon fo glorious a 
Prince thus eclipfcd, and not pay unto 
Him the Homage of Tears? But the 

Confi- 
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Confideration of His Majefly's Safety, the 
gracious Words of His own Mouth con-« 
fiiting the fed Reports of his untimely 
Death, togetlier with the Hope of His 
fiiture Prefervation, loon dried diem up, 
In a fliort Time the Colonel brought the 
Lord Wilmot to the King, and tdhen the 
Ladies withdrew into the Parlour, having 
firft agreed to call Mrs. Lane G)u(in,. and 
to entertain her with the &me Familia- 
rity as if ihe had been their near Relation. . 
That Day Ihe ftay'd at Trent^ and tha 
next Morning early Mr. Laffils and ftie 
departed. 

His Majefly, after He had refrefhed , 
Himlelf^ commanded the G)lonel in the . : 
Prefence of the Lord Wilmot^ to propofe, . 
what Way he thought moft probable for / 
His Efcape into France ; for thither He : 
defired with all Speed to be tranfported, . 
The Colonel ( the King giving hmi this 
Opportunity) entertained and encouraged 
His Majefly with this remarkable PaflSge 
of Sir Tijomas Wyndham ( liis Father ) 
W}fOy not long before his D eat by (^in the 
Tear 1636 )'* called unto him his five SonSy 
( having not feen them together in fome - 
Tears before) and difcourfed unto «j /laid . 
he ) of the loving Peace and Profperity this. - 
Kingdom had enjoyed under its three laft 
glorious' Monarchs : Of the. many Miferies

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0$$d Calamities which lay fire upm our Aih 
ceftiMTSy by the fiver al Iwvafions and Coth 
fuefts ef foreip$ NatitmSj and Ukewifi hj 
hieftim InfurreSians and RebeVkms. Jnd 
mtwithfiandiw the firange Mutations and 
Chames in England, he fiewed how it 
pkafid God J in Love to our Nation^ to frt* 
firve an undoubted Succeffion of Kings^ to 
Jit on the Regal Tibrone. He mentioned the 
iealif^ ConjunSion of the two Houfis cf 
York and Lancafter, and the blejfed Umen 
cf the two Crowns of England and Scot- 
land, ftoppif^ up tbofe Fountains of Bloody 
wbicby by national Peuds and Quarrels kept 
opeuj had like to have drowneS. the wboU 
Tfland. He [aid ^ he feared the beautiful Gar- 
ment of Peace would JJoortly be torn in pieces 
through the NegleH of MagiflrateSj the Ge- 
neral Corruption of Manner s^ and the PrevO' 
knee of a puritanical FaSlioUy which^ {if 
not prevented) would undermine the very 
Pillars of Government. My Sons ! we have 
hitherto fien ferene and ^uiet Times ^ hut 
now prepare yourfilves for cloudy and trou- 
blefome. I command you to honour and obey 
our Gracious Sovereign^ and in all Times 
to adhere to the Crown % and though tbo 
Crown Jhould hang upon a Bufiy I charge 
you for Jake it not. Thefi JVords being fpoken 
with much Earneftnefs^ both in GefHtre and 
Manner extraordinary^ he rofi from his 
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Chaify and left us in a deep ConfuUation 
*what the Meaningjbould be of-- The Crown . 
hanging upon a Buik. I'hefe Wwrdsy Sir^ 
C fiid the Colonel ) made fo firm an Im^ 
prejjion in all our Breafts^ that the many 
^ffli^ions of tbefe fad Times cannot raze 
out their undelible Characters. Certainly^ 
thefe are the Days which my Father pointed 
out in that Exprefjion \ and I doubt mt^ 
God hath brought me through fo many Dan^ 
gerSy that I might fbew my f elf both a duti^ 
ful Sony and a loyal Subje^y in faithfully 
endeavouring to fefve your faded Majejly^ 
in this yourgreatefi Diftrefs. 

After this Rehearj^l, the Colonel ' 
(in Obedience to His Majefly's Com- 
mand) told the King, that Sir John - 
Strangways ( who had given many Tefti- 
monies of his Loyalty, having two Sons, 
both of them Colonels for His Royal Fa- 
ther) lived but four Miles from Trenty that 
he was a Peifbn of gfeat Fortune and Inte- 
reft in Dorfetjhirey and therefore he flip- - 
pofed that either Sir Johny or his Sons 
might be fcrviceable to His Majefty's Oc- 
cafions. The King in Profe^ution of this 
Propolal commanded the Colonel to wait 
on them j and accordingly the next Morn- 
ing he went over to Melburyy the Place 
where Sir John dwelt. No Iboner was 
he come thither, but he met with Colonel 

• Giles 
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Giles StrangwaySj and after uliial Saluta- 
tions, they walked into the Park adjoyn- 
ing to the Hoivfe, where Colonel fFynd- 
ham imtarted the fiLealbn and End of his 
prefent Vifit Colonel Strangways^s An- 
Iwer was, that he was infinitely grieved, be- 
caufe he was not able to feiTe His Maje- 
fty in jprocuring a Veflel according to Ex- 

Ssftation i that he knew not any one Ma- 
er of a Ship, or fb much as one Mari- 
ner that he could truft : All that were 
formerly of his Acquaintance in fFeymoutb^ 
being for their Loyalty l)aniihed, and gone 
beyond the Sea % and in Pool and Lim 
hq was a meer Stranger, liaving not one 
Confident in either A hundred Pounds 
in Gold he delivered to Colonel TVyni- 
ham^ to prelcnt to the King \ which at 
his Return, by Command was depofited in 
the Hands of the Lord TVilmoty for His 
Majefty's Ule. 

About this Time the Forces under 
Cromivelt were retreated from fVorcefler 
into the feveral Quarters of the Country j 
Ibme of which coming to Trent ^ proclaim- 
ed the Overthrow of the King's Army, 
and the Death of the King, givmg out, 
that He was certainly killed \ and one o( 
tliem affirmed that he. law him dead, and 
that He was buried' among the. reft oi 
the Shin, \x> Injury being offered to His 

Body, 



iit TRENT- 133 

Body, becayfe He was a valiant Soldier, 
and a gallant Man. This welcome News 
fo tickled the SeOaries, that they coiild 
not hold from exprefling their Joy by 
making Bonfires^ firing of Guns, Drink- 
ing, and other Jollities j and for a Clofe 
of all, to the Church they muft, and there 
ring the King's KneD. Thefe rude Ex- 
travagancies moved not His Majefly at alL 
but only ( as if He were more troubled 
for their Madnefs, than His own Misfor- 
tune ) to this moft Chriftian and compai^ 
fionate Expreflion jllaSj poor People/ 

Now, though the King valued not the 
Menaces of his proud Enemies, being con- 
fident they could do Him no Hurt j yet 
He neglefted not to try the Faith&lneiS 
of His Friends to convey Him out of 
their Reach. Thus the former Defign 
proving unfuccefshil, and alt Hope of 
Transfretation that Way being laid afide, 
the Colonel' acquainted His Majefty, that 
one Captain JVilliam Ellefden of Lime^ 
( formerly well' known unto him ) with 
his Brother John Elkfden^ (by means of 
Colontl Bulten Reymes o? iVadden^ in Dor^ 
fefjhifey had conveyed over into France 
Sh John Berkley (afterward \jox^Berk* 
ley ) in a Time of Danger. To thi^ Cap- 
tain therefore His Majefty fends the Co- 
tonelj who lodging at tus Houft in Liwe^ 

took 
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took an Opportunity to tell him, that the 
Lord ff^ilmof had made his Efcape from 
ff^arcefter 3 that he lay privately near to 
him 5 and that his Lordfliip had. earneffily 
Jbllicited him to ufe his utmoft Endeavours 
to fecure him from the Hands of the Pur- 
luers. To this Purpofe he was come to 
Town, and affured the Captain, if he 
would join in this Affair, his Courtely 
fliould never be forgotten. The Captain 
very cordially embraced the Motion, and 
went with the Colonel to Char mouth (a 
little Place near Lime ) where at an Inn, 
he brought to him a Tenant of his, one 
Stephen Limbry^ afliiring the Colonel, that 
he was a right honeft Man, and a per- 
feft Royalift With this Limbry Colonel 
fVyndham treated under the Name of 
Captain Norris^ and agreed with him to 
tranlport himfelf and three or four Friends 
into France. The Conditions of their Agree- 
ment were j that before tlie two and twen- 
tieth Day of that inftant September ^ Linh 
hry fhould bring his VeiTel into Charmoutb^ 
Road, and on the faid two and twentieth, 
in the Night, fhould receive the Colonel 
and his Company into his Long-Boat 
from the Beach near Char mouthy from 
thence carry them to his Ship, and {0 
land them fefe in France. This the Co- 
lotXQl conjured Limbry to perform with all 
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Secrely, becaufe all the Paffengers were 
of the Royal Party, and intended to be 
ihipped without Leave, to avoid liich 
Oaths and Engagements, which other- 
wife would be forced upon them^ and 
therefore Privacy ^ in this Traniaftion 
would free him from Danger, and them- 
felves from Trouble, the true Caule why 
they fo earneftly thirfted ( for Ibme Time ) 
to leave their native Country. Limbry*s 
Salary was fixty Pounds, which the Cap- 
tain engaged to pay at his Return from 
France J upon Sight of a Certificate under 
the Paflengers Hands of their landing 
there. To the Performance of thefe Co- 
venants, Limbry with many Vows and 
Protections obliging himfel^ the Co- 
lonel with much Satisfaftion and Speed, 
came back to His Majefly and the Lord 
Wilmot^ to J^renty who, at the Narration 
of thefe Paflages exprdled no finall Con- 
tentment. 

The BuGnefs being thus far Jiiccelsful- 
ly laid, the King oonrults how it might 
be prudentially managed, that fo there 
might be no Mifcarriage in the Prolecu- 
tion. Neceflary it was that His Majefty 
and all His Attendants ( contrary to the 
Ufe of Travellers ) fliould fit up all the 
Night in the Inn at Cbarmouth ; that they 
ought to have the Command of the Houfe,

to go in and out at Plealure, the Tide 
not ferving till twelve at Night. To re- 
move therefore all Sulpicion and Incon- 
veniencies, this ExpedjLent was found 
out. 

Henry Peters ( G>Ionel JVyndbam't Ser- 
vant ) was lent to Cbarmoutb Inn, who in- 
viting the. Hofteis to drink a Glafs of 
Wine, told her, that he ferved a very 
gallant Mailer, who had long, moft affec- 
tionately, * loved a £^y in DevoHy and 
had the Happinefi tdbe well beloved by 
her 3 and though her Equal in Birth and 
Fortune, yet ^o unequal was his Fate, 
that by no Means could he obtain hec 
Fjiends Conlent: And therefore it was 
agreed between them, that he flionld car- 
ry her thence, and marry her among his 
own Allies. And for this Purpofe his 
Matter had lent him to delire her to keep 
the beft Chambers for him, intending to 
be at her Houfe upon the two and twen- 
tieth Day of that Month in the Evening, 
where he refolved not to lodge, but only 
to refrelh himfelf an*d Friends, and fo 
travel on either that Night, or. very ear- 
ly next Morning. . With this Love-Story 
(thus contrived and afted.) together with 
a Prelent delivered by PeUrs, from his 
Maftqr, the Hoftefe was. fo well pleafed^ 
that Ihe promiied . him, her Houfe and 

S^s^rants 
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Servants fhould be at his Matter's Comr 
mand. All which fiie very jiiftly per- 
formed. 

When the Day appointed for His 
Majefty's Journey to Charmouth was comey 
he was pleafed' to ride before Mrs.. Ju-^ 
Han Coningsby ( the Lady Wyndham^s 
Niece) as formerly before Mrs. Lane. 
The Colonel was His Ma jetty's Guide, 
whilfl the Lord Wilmot with Peters kept 
at a convenient Diftaocej dlat they might 
not feem to be all of one Company. 

In this Manner travelling, they wpre 
timely met by .Captain EUefden^ and by 
him condufted to a private Hoide of his 
Brother's among the Hills near Charmouth. 
There His Majefty was plealed to di(^ 
cover himfelf to the Captain, and to give 
him a Piece of foreign Gold, in which 
in His folitary Hours he made a Hole 
to put a Ribbon in. Many like Pieces 
His Majefty vouchlafed the Colonel and 
his Lady, to be kept as Records of His 
Majefty s Favour, and of their own Fide- 
lity to His moft facred Perfbn in the Day 
of his greateft Trial. All which they 
have moft thankfully treafured up as the 
chiefeft Jewels of their Family. 

This Royal Company, from thence 
came to the Inn at Charmouth^ a little af^ 
ter Night, where Captain EUefden Iblfemn- 
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iy engaging to fee the Mafter of the SKj 
ready, ( the Wind blowmg then feir foi 
France ) took leave of his Majefly. -AboiH 
an Hour after came Limbry to the loa 
and afllired the Colonel all Things were pre 
r^red, and that about Midnight his Loi^- 
Boat fhould wait at the Place appointed 
The let Hour drawing nigh, the Colooe 
with Peters y went to the Sea-fide (Icay- 
ing His Majefty and the Lord pnimotk 
a Pofture to come affray upon Call ) whcK 
they remained all Night expe£Hng^ bol 
feeim no Long-boat, neither hearing as; 
Me£&ge from the Maftef of the Ship, al 
the Break of Day the Colonel returns tt 
the Inn, and befeeches the King and tb 
Lord fPtlmot to hafte firom thence. His 
Majefty was intreatedj but the Lord/^TA 
mof was defirous to ftay behind a little 
promifing to follow the King to Bridp&rt 
where His Majefty intended to make \ 
Halt for him. 

When the King was gone, the Lore 
Wilinot lent Peters into Lime^ to demaa 
of Captain Ellefden^ the Reafbn why Urn 
bry broke his Promife, and forfeited hi 
Word? He feemed much furprifed witi 
this Mefiage, and.faid, he loiew no Rca 
Ibn, except it being a fair Day, the Sea 
men were drunk in taking their Farewel 
and withal adyiied his Lordihip to I 
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^ne, becaufe his Stay there could not 
be fefe. But fincc tlmt, Limbry himfelf 
hath given this Account under his own 
Hand : — - — 

That according to an Agreement made 
at Cbarmoufby September the ipth 1651, 
betwixt himftlf and one Captain Norris^ 
( fince known to be Colonel Francis ff^ynd- 
bam ) he put forth his Ship beyond the 
Cobs-moufb into Cbarmoutb-Road^ where 
his Servants on the 2 2d of the lame 
Month were all ready in her, waiting his 
coming 3 that he going to his Houie about 
ten that Night, for Linen to cai*ry with 
him, was unexpefledly locked into a 
Chamber by his Wife, to whom he had. 
a little before revealed his intended Voy- 
age/with Ibmc Paflengers into France ^ for 
whole Tranlportation, at his Return, he 
was to receive a confideraWe Sum. of Mor 
ney from Captain Ellefden. 

This Woman, it feems, was frighted 
into a pannick Fear by that dreadftil ^?0- 
tlamation ( of the i oth of September ) let 
out by the mn of (Klleftininfter, and pub- 
liihed that Day at Lime. In diis a hea- 
vy Penalty was thundered out againft all 
that Ihould conceal the King, or any of 
His Party, who were at Worcejier Fight > 
and a Reward of a Thouland Pounds pro- 

miled to any that Ihould betray Him. 

She^ 
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She, apprehending the Perlbns her H 
band engaged to carry over to be R 
alifts, relblved to fecure him from D 
ger, by making him a Prilbner in his c 
Chamber. All the Perfliafions he u 
for his Liberty, were ia vain j for 
more he intreated, the more her viol 
Paffion increafed, breaking forth into ii 
Clamours and Lamentations, that he fe 
cd if he fliould any longer contend, b( 
himfelf and the Gentlemen he pronuied 
tranlport, would be caft away in this Stoi 
without ever going to Sea. 

Thus a Defign in a Bufinefs of 
higheft Nature, and carried, oa, with! 
duftry and Prudence, even to the v 
laft, ftiU promifing full Hope of a haj 
Produftion, by one Man's fmgle Whil 
(the Bane of Aftion) ptoved abort 
For, no doubt, had Limbry kept his Co 
cil, he had gained the Honour of c 
veying over his Majefly 5 of whole nc 
Courage and Virtue, God was pleafed 
make yet ferthei: Trial, as the Seq 
will inform. 

The King paffihg on, upon. Lorn 
Road from Charmoutby met many 1 
vellers, among whom was one of his '. 
ther's Servants, well known both to ] 
Majefly and the Colonel ; who were v 
well pleafed that he was not guilty of 

mi 
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much Civility, as to give either of them 
the Compliment of a Salutation. As they 
drew near to Bridport^ the Colonel riding 
a little before, and entering the Town, 
perceived it full of Soldiers j whereupon 
Slopping his Horfe till the King came up, 
he intreated his Majefty to keep on, and 
by no means to put Himfelf into the 
Mouth of them, who gaped greedily after 
his Deftruflion. Neverthelefs, the King 
kaving engaged to the Lord JVilmot^ to 
expetl him there, ( without the lead Ap- 
prehenfion of Danger ) rode into the 
George^ and alighting in the Court, was 
forced to ftay there, and in the Stable, 
near half an Hour, before the Colonel 
could procure a Chamber. All this While 
His bloody Enemies were His only Compa- 
nions, with whom he dilcourfed freely with- 
out Fear, and learned from them their in- 
tended Voyage for Jerfey and Guernfey^ 
and their Defign upon thole Iflands. 
Here may you fee the Purfiiers overtaken, 
and the bittereft of Enemies friendly dif- 
courfing with Him, whole utter Ruin 
they accounted would compleac their Hap- 
pinels. He that fate in Heaven, certainly 
laughed them to fcorn, and by the In- 
terpofition of his mighty Arm eclipled 
their Glory, and by his admirable Wif- 
dom reproved" and confuted their Malice 
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:agakift the King, and their Blalpheaui 
4igainfl: Heaven- 
No fooner had the King withdnw 
Himfelf from this dangerous Company, ii 
to a Chamber, (with much Difficulty d 
tained ) but Mrs, Coningsby elpied Petet 
riding into the Inn. He (being beckooe 
^XQ") acquainted His Majeffcy, that th 
liOrd Wilmot humbly petitioned Him fi 
make Hafie out of that Place, and % 
overtake him flowly pafling on the Road 
and waiting His Majefty's coming* Ptt 
iently upon the Diliniffion of Peters^ di 
iting having taken ibme Imall Repail 
not far from the Town joined in Cm 
pany again with the Lord TVUmot^ an 
dilcourfing of the feveral Advoitures c 
that hopeful, and ( as it fell out ) ma 

grillous Journey, concluded that Londvi 
oad was very unlafe, and therefore n 
Iblved to follow the next Turning whic 
might probably lead towards Teavill^ c 
Sherborn^ neither of which is compute 
to be above two Miles diftant from Tren 
Providence ( the beft of Guides ) dirc£ 
«d thele Strangers (for (b they were a 
to thofe Parts^ to a Way, which aft< 
«iany Hours Travel brought them into 
Village, in which was a finall Inn fi 
Entertainment. Thus entered thefe masl 
^d Travellers, to enquire where die 

wen 
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were. And to this Purpofe calling for 
fome Beer, the Hoft of the Houle ( one 
Rice Jones ) came forth, and informed 
them, that the Place was called Broad" 
win/or. The Colonel knew the Innkeeper 
and his Wife to be very honelt, loyal 
Pcrfons, and that for their Fidelity to 
the King and His Party, they had ( ac- 
cording to their O)ndition) undergone 
their Share of Troubles. The King un- 
dei'ftanding the Affeftion of the People, 
relblves to lodge in the Houfe that Night, 
it being already (bmewhat dark, and His 
Majefly, and Company, liifficiently wea- 
ried with their former Night's Watching, 
and that Day's Travel. The Colonel 
( while the Horfes were put up ) defired 
Mr. Jones to Ihew him the moft private 
Rooms i the Realbn he gave was, be- 
caufe his Brother-in-Law, Colonel Reymes 
( whom the Lord Wihnot perfbnated) had 
been a long Time imprifbned as well as 
himfelf-, that they had lately obtained 
vheir Paroles, and to be leen together fo 
far from their Homes might create new 
Jealoufics, and fo conlequently crufli them 
-with «new Troubles. The good Hoft 
^upon this, brought them up into the 
:higheft Chambers, where Privatenels re- 
*' compenfed the Meannels of the Accommo- 
dation, and the Pleafimtneft of the Hoft

^ .Surely we cannot ( except we wilful* 
ly fliut our own Eyes ) but clearly fee, 
and with all Reverence and Thankftilneft

, jetty's .fignal Deliverances in this Vojrage : 
J^ecially if, looking back upon CbarmoHtb^ 
we confider the Dangers that threatned 
hiM^ occirfioned by the Lord TFilmof% 
Jtort Stay there, after the King's Depar* 
ture s for one Hdmnet^ a Smith, being 
call'd to flioe his Lordlhip's Horfe, laid, 
he well knew by the Faihion df the Shoes, 
th^'ehey were never let in the Weft, but in 
th^Korth. The Hoftler (a Bird of the 
fame Feather ) hearbg this, began to tellj

This Check given to his 
iZeal fo vexed liim, that it had like to 
ixave caufed a Suffocation, had not Captain 
JMapj ( as jerrant -a Hotlpur as himfelf ) 

givea 
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given it Vent by railing a Party, and pui> 
iuing the Ring upon London-Kosid. But 
God prejferved His Majefly by diverting 
Him to BroadwinfoTj whillt Maffey and 
his hot-mettled Company out-ran their prey 
as far as Dorchefier. And indeed, the Kc* 
port of the King's being at Cbarmmtbj^ 
was grown fb common, that the Soldiers 
< lying in thofe Parts ) ieairhed the 
Houles of feveral Gentlemen, who "were 
accounted Royalifts, thinking to lurprife 
Him. Amongft which, Pili/ddn (the HcHife 
t>f Sir Hugh IVyndhamy Uncle to Colo- 
nel Francis fFyndham\^yms twice rifled» 
They took the old Baronet, his Lady^ 
Daughters, and whole Family, and fet a 
•Guard upon them in the Hall, whilft 
they examine every Comer, not Iparing 
^either Trunk or Box. Then tai^ng a 
particular View of their Prilbners, diey 
leize a lovely young I.ady, &yinff, &e 
was the King difguiied in Woman s Ap< 
^rreL At length being convinced of their 
^ofs and rude Miflake, they defifled 
from offering any further Violence to that 
Family. And here it is much to be oh* 
lerved, that the lame Day the King went 
£:om Cbarmautb^ Captain Ekfden came to 
Pilifdonj and enquired of Sir Hugb and 
' ' Lady, ifor t^he King and Colonel, coos^

.His Majefly having with an Evenncfe 
-^of Spirit, gotten through this rough Paf 
iage, lafely anchored at Broadwinfor^ where

:4nand8 the 'Colonel to ghre his Opimcai | 
^vi^hat ^Courfe was to be taken, as the 1 
iS'aoe of Affairs then looked. ^Thc Co- 
lonel (ieeing Forces drawn every whcrcr \ 
>tipon that Shore) thought it very hazard-' 
"QOv^'toattempt any Thing more in Dor* 
^eijhire'^ "and therefore humbly belbugkt i, 
Jlis Majefty, that he would be pleaiied 
tto retreat to Trent : He hoped His Ma- 
'^fty was already fttisfied in the Fidelity 
•^f His Servants i and that he doubted 
:5not, ^His Majcfty i^ight lie lecurely ift 
^diat^Creek, till it was fair* Weather, and 
•a good Seafbn to put forth to Sea. He 
Aumbly advifed, that Peters might con- 
^duft the Lord Wilmot to Mr. Huit\ 
.iloufe 4it the king's Arms in Sarutn^ 
^where he and many of his Friends had . 
*een iheltered in the Time of Troubles. 
ThatsP^/^rj (being at Sarum) fhould by 
41 private Token bring his Lordihip to Mr. 
^0hH Coventry ^ (his Kinfoian) a Perlbn 
moble, wife, and loyal, with ^hom he' 
iiad Jcept Intelligence in Order to the 
king's ^Service^ e;vec Ivnoe His Majefty 
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had let Foot in Scotland \ that he was- 
2^\xx^'Mx- Coventry would think himfelf 
highly honoured to correlpond in this- 
xnatchlefe Employpaent, The Kin^s- Pre* 
firvation. He deiired- the Lord Wilmot- 
to be confident of lying concealed ^ and> 
likewife to treat with Mr. Ceventry^ and> 
by Peters to return His Majefly^an Ac- 
count how he found that Gentleman af^ 
felled towards this Service. 

This Couniel being well reliihed and- 
approi^ed, it was reiblved, that between* 
$arum and Trent y (lying thirty Miles dif- 
tant, and better ) ap Intercouf fe ihould be. 
kept by trufty MeiTengers, and a lecret 
Way of writings to avoid Panger in* cafe 
of hiterception. All Things being^ thus 
ccmclud^d, the 4Cing left his jovial Hoft 
at Brpadwrnfory and returned with the 
Colonel and Mrs, Comngsby to Trent. The 
Lord fnimot with Peters went that 
Night to Sherbornj and the next Morning, 
was waited on by Swan ( who attended 
his Lord(hip to the O)loners) and. that- 
Day got into Sarum^ where he foon felut- 
ed Mr. Coventry ^ in all Things fully an- 
fwering his Lordftiip's Expectation : And 
( the 25 th of September ") Peters was lent 
back with this joyful MefTage from the 
Lord PFilmot to His Majefty j that he 
doubted not (by Mx.Goventry's Afliftance^ 
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^nd thoie recommended by him ) to be 
able in fbme fhort Time to effef): bis De- 
iires. 

Whilst His iacred Majefty enjoys 
His Peace at Trent^ and the Lord tViU 
mop ( with thofe other Worthies ) is bufi* 
cd at Sarum taproduce its Continuation : It 
cannot be impertinent to mention a Gr« 
cwmftance or two, which inferted in the 
anidft of the Web and Texture of this 
Story would have looked unhandibmey but 
added as a Fringe may prove ornamental 

Upon the Sunday Morning after the 
King came to TteTU^ a Tailor of the Parifli 
informed the Colonel, that the Zealots 
( which iwarmed in that Place ) dilcouried 
ever Nisfltt, that Peribns of C^iality were 
bid in his Houle^ and tHkt they intended 
to fearch and leife them ^ and therefore 
he defired the Colonel ( if any iiich there 
were ) to tonvey them thence, to avoid 
Surprilal.

Lord /5P/7»!W/ to acccmipany him to Church,, 
thinking, by this Means, not only to leflea 
the Jealoufy, but alio to gain the good O*- 
pinion of Ibme of the Fanaticks, who would 
be apt to believe, that the Colonel was rzi- 
ther brought to Church by my Lord, 
than his Lordihip by the Colonel, viho^ 
&ldom came to that Place, fince Fa^tiou 
and Rebellion had juftled out, and keM-. 
Pbfieflion againfl: Peace and Religioa He 
alled^ed moreover, that he iate in an lie* 
diftin^ from the Body of the Congr^a*-^ 
tion^ & that the Fariihioners could not take- 
s' fiill View of any of his Company* Thefe* 
Reaibns, joined with.Hi^ Majefty's Com-r- 
ixm^ prevailed with his lordihip ; and 
( tjbpugh hfi thought it a ix)ld Adventure, 
yet) it not only aUayed the Fury, but al- 
io took out the very Sting of thofe Walps ^ . 
inibmuch that they, who the laft Night 
talked of nothing, but learching, began;, 
now to fay that CronvweWs late. Succeft a- 
gainft the King, had made the Colonel a 
Convert 

All being now quiet about Home, the: 
Colonel's Lady ( under a pretence of a Vi— 
fit) goes over to Sberbirn to hear what 
News there was abroad of the King. And" 
towarcb Evening, at her Reti»% a Txoop-^ 

. 'H4 
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of Horft clapt privately into the Town 
This filent Way of entering their Quar- 
ters, in lb triumphant a Time, gave a 
ftrong Alarm to this careful Lady, whofe 
Thoughts were much troubled concerning 
her Royal Gueft. A Stx>p fhe made to 
hearken out what brought them thither, 
and whither they were bound : But not 
one Grain of Intelligence could be procur- 
ed by the moft induftrious Enquiry^ 
When flie came home, ihe gave His Ma- 
jefly an Account of many Stories, which 
like flying Clouds were blown about by the 
Breath of the People, driving to cover her 
Trouble with the Vail of Chearfulncfs- 
But this the King perceivii^ to be rather 
forced than free, as at other Times, was 
eameft to know the Caufe of her Diicom- 
polure. And to latisfy his Majefty's Im- 
portunity, Ihe gave Him a full Relation of 
the Troop at Sherborn : At which Hi^ 
Majcfty laughed moft hearttly, as if he 
had not been in the leaft concerned. Yet 
upon a ferious debate of the Matter, the 
Colonel and his Lady liipplicated the King 
to take a View of His privy Chamber, 
iito which He was perluaded to enter, 
but came prelently forth again, much pleal^ 
cd, that upon the leaft Approach of Dan- 
ger, he couid thither' retreat with an Af- 
ftrauce of Security.

Reilauration : That h6 was fbltowed and 
troubled with Dreams for three Nights 
together, that the King was hid at Trenf 
near Sberborny^ in a Houfe nigh to which 
ftood a Grove, or patch of Trees^ and 
that thither he Ihould go and find Him. 
This Suggeftion diiis reiterated, was a 
powerful Spir to prick him forwards : But 
the E^d which held tb& Reins, and kept 
him back, was irrefifdble. 

Now the Hands of His Majefty's Ene*^ 
mies were not only reftrained fixxrn doing 
Him evil^ but the Hands of His Friends 
were ftrengthened to do Him Good. In

HE foregoing Relation having 
brought His Majefty fafe into 
France^ it. may not now be im- 
proper to give a jQiort Re- 
capitulation of the moft memorable Trant 
aftions in England^ till His happy Refto- 
ra ion. But we. may firft oblerve, that 
BOt one Diflenter, or Fianatick, was any 
Way concem'd in this wonderful Prefer- 
vation of His Majefty ; the firft we have 
feen were Roman Catholicks, viz. Color 
Del Giffardy Colonel Carek/Sy the four 
Pendrelsy and their brother in-Law TateSj 
the 'Wife of this laft j^ Mr. Whitgrave 
and his Mother ^ Mr. Wolfe^ and Mr. 
JHudkpon the Prieftj^ befides others, whole 

Names. 
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Names have not been preferv'A T^t 
theie were ali Roman Catholicks, is unde- 
niable ^ and their Families continue luch. 
to this Day. Colonel Carelefs^ for his 
Fidelity, had his Name changed into Car- 
Icsj and an honourable Addition made^ tO" 
his Coat of Arms, as it has been before 
related : The Pendreh and Yates had each 
an hundred Founds a Year fettled on- them 
and their Heirs for ever : And Mr. Hu- 
dleftoHj the Prielt, had alio an hundred 
Founds fer Annum allow'd him for his 
Life, and was by Name excepted in all 
Afts of Parliament made againft Priefls 
and Roman Catholicks, and mrticular 
Proteftion, as to the Point of Keligion, 
was granted to the others concem'd in 
that Loyal Service to His Majefly, when 
the reft of the Roman Catholicks liifler'd. 
for Confcience Sake. From the Time of 
the King's being put into the Hands of 
Colonel Lane^ all the reft were lincere 
Profeflbrs of the Doftrine of the Church 
of Englandy as preferv'd in its Purity, 
without the Innovations fbme have iince 
labour'd to introduce, by blending its 
Principles with thofe of all Seftaries, hop- 
ing thereby to make it a mere Babely thit 
its -true Flock may. not be diftinguilhed, 
from other Ipurious Herds, and t^t die 
Sheep and the Goats may be brought into

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the fame Foldv to which* End, many 
Wolves in Sheeps Cioathing have intnided 
themfelves, and thofe Thieves, who could 
not get in at the Door, havp broke in at 
the Windows. But it is cafy to diftinguilh 
between Hypocrify and true Religion ^ and 
tho' a counterfeit Zeal may for Ibme Time 
lerve to bring about wicked Defigns, yet 
Juftice. will at laft prevail, as may appear 
by this Relation y we will thereibre pro- 
ceed to what enfoed after v/hat has been 
above-mentioned- 

flDliber CtDmtoen, the famous Rebel- 
General, having, after the Battle of fTor' 
cefter^ r«duc'd Scotland by Force of Arms, 
an Union between the two Nations was 
prefently proj^fted •, and tho' the like had. 
been in vain attempted in the Reign of 
King James the Firft, yet it was now 
brought about ; and, by Confent of the 
Rebels of both Nations, it was agreed, 
that England and Scotland ftiould be in- 
corporated into one Common-wealth j as 
in Effeft they were. Next Cromtoell,. 
who had fccur'd the Army, compofed 
df canting Hypocrites, the Officers being 
moft Enthufiaftick Preachers, and he their 
chief Mufti^ turned out that infamous Af- 
Ibnbly, whidi had fo long afiiimed the 
Name of a' Parhament, and picking out 
"» hutttocd- and forty four Monfters as 

" - - vile 
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vile as the former, from the fevenJ 
Counties of England^ being all outragious 
Fanaticks, put than into the Place of 
the others before expelled^ where die firft 
Thing they 'did, was to ftUe themfelves 
^be Parliament of JBjiigland. Then falling 
upon a thorough Retbrmaticxi, they de? 
clar'd PriefUiood to be downright Popery ; 
the paying of Tythes, Judaifm j the Laws 
o^ England^ the Remains of the NornuM 
Yoke y Schools and G>lleges, Heathen 
Seminaries^ and Nobility and Honours, 
contrary to Nature and Chriflianity *, all 
which they were for fiipprefllng : and ao 
tually did abolifh all Courts of Judicature^ 
and appointed alt Peripns to be married 
by Juftices of the Peace. 

Having thus run the Nation into the 
utmoft Confufion, they, as had been be- 
fore concerted, let up Cromtoell to tyran- 
nize over the Nation by the Title of |B;o« 
tCftO?> with more than regal Power, for 
they allow'd him a ftanding Army, of 
ten thouland Horfe, and fifteen thoufand 
Foot.

be made fenfibfe how rauch eafier they 
are under the worft of lawful Kings, than 
imder the moft indulgent of Intruders, any 
longer than the very Moment they groan 
under the infiipportable Burdens lay'd on 
them by the Hand of a Tyrant, whom 
they have unjuftly thruft inta the Throne, 
thro** their own Malice and FoMy, and 
whom Providence often liitfers to fit there 
long, for the Puniihment of the Vil- 
lains that raised him, as may be feen in 
many Inftances, and particularly this of

Under him. Loyalty was Trealbn^ 
iand Hypocrify pafs'd for Godlinels ^ his 
Government was delpotical 5 he j^r'd 
none that were biTt liT^eded to bear him 
Ill-will, and dilpos d of thjcir Lives and 
Eftates at Pleafiire ^ England was by him 
divided into Provinces, under to many 
Major-Generals, whole Povver was unli- 
mited, being his own Creatures, and only 
accountable to him, who was lure to con- 
nive at all their Viflainies, to fecure them 
to his Party.

whatever fair Pretemes may be made ufe of 
-hy the common Enemy, to get Power in-* 
to rheir HandSj yet fiould they prevail^ no 
Man that has been of a Party againjl them 
Jberet(^orey yea^ no Man that has been a 
mere Neuter y but muft expeH that bis pri- 
^ate Eftatey as well as the publick Libera

'Scotland under £)libet and 1Rlr|)arOCrom- 
toell, and then under the IRuntp^ per- 
ceiving the EngUJh Natioa under a prefeat j 
Anarchy^ thought fit to exert himfelC I i 
will not here iktter his Memory, by aP 
ierting he had Co early a Defign of re- 
ftoring the King-, many, who were well 
vers'd in the Tranlaflnons of thofe Times, 
would never allow hkn that Honour \ 
neither will I go about to dilprove 
thole who have made it their Bufr 
Clefs to applaud him. It muft be own- 
-ed, he was at the Beginning of the Re- 
beUion, in the King^s Service 5 and it is 
no left true, that he afterwards ferv'd the 
Rebels feveral Years, being in all outward 
Appearance as ftedfaft in that Party, as 
the beft of them, without ever endeavour- 
ing to thwart them, whilft the two -^mfur- 
pcrg fat on the Throne, or the IRump 
took upon them the Name of a Parliament 
We will not therefore dive into his fecret 
Thoughts, but proceed to his Aftions, in 
which, for a long Time, we ihall fee ve- 
ry little of Tendency towards a Refto- 
ration. 

As fowl as the IRump was turned out, J 
Monk declared againft thole Proceedings 
of the Army ^ poffefTed himfclf of feveral i 
ftrong Places, and among them, of Ber^ 

wick^ 
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wicky ILamlJtrt was then ftnt againft him, 
by the Thing caird, CduucU c* &rffff, 
and Colonel CoUct went from them to 
treat, whom Monk impriibned, that he 
Might not have the Opportunity of de- 
bauching his Forces. Hereupon a Pro- 
jefl: of a Free State was fet on Foot in 
England^ and Commiflicaiers lent into 
Scotland^ to conlult YfitiC Monk about it; 
He refblved to amufe them, and lent 
Gommiffioners to treat in Londanj who 
agreed with thofe appointed by the (Com^ 
mittct of feafetp, upon feveral Articles ^ 
the firft of which, was,

Monk having other Deligns, would not 
ratify the Treaty^ but having al&mbled 
the Nobility and Gentry of Scotland^ 
whom he had before obliged by his Cour«« 
tefy and mild Government, they promiP 
ed to endeavour to prelcrve the Peace of 
the Nation during his Abfence, and ad- 
vanced him a Year's Tax. WhiUl he was 
preparix^ there to execute his Proje^, 
the People in England^ and particularly 
the City of Lt^hdony began to draw up 
Petitions for fettling Ibme more regular

At the 
Lime 1 mw !*orccs were ftnt to reduce 
IWtfiHouih\ hut they were eafily induced 
to join with tJiolc they were to haveibb' 
ilucili ;ind Vioc- Admiral iLatDfett declared 
for calling again of tlie HDUg ^^liatnctlt 
A iter nuich Contention, the ]Raitt|^ was 
again rcitviiated, and began to zSi as im* 
perioully as before. (Xie of their lirft 
Aftions, was the giving of the Govem- 
.ment oi the Ibwer to that Monfter Sir

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his Party, long after, tho' they joined 
tBlSwstl and T&txntt^ in Commiflion with 
him. Whilft this was in Agitation, %am^ 
liert's Army moftly dclcrted liim, fome 
going over to iMoni^ and die reft return- 
ing, to their former Quarters. ILambert 
himfelf, thus fbrlaken, was .lent for by 
the IRump, to curb the Forces about 
London^ which began to be outragious. 

This was the Pofture of Af&irs, when 
General Monk began to advance out of 
Scotland^ The Gentry, in all Places he 
came to, making Suit to have the ILong 
{Parliament fit again, all whom he diP 
mils'd with ambiguous Anfwers, (b that 
none could penetrate into his Defigns, 
and in all Probability he then had re- 
fblved no more than to make his own 
Advantage according to Emergencies. The 
fSlump dreading his Approach, relblv'd, 
that all Members dilclmrged from fitting 
among them in the Years 1548 and 1649, 
fhould remain excluded from fitting for 
the future, and that Writs fhould be if^ 
filed for elefting others in their Places ^ 
none of which fo elefted were to be ad- 
mitted without taking the flDatfj Of iBb- 

/aration of Charles Stuart, and the 
whole Line of King James. 

Upon this. Monk hajQted to London^ 
and to(A up his Lodging in ff^te-Hally 

I 2 like 
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. like a little Monarch, and attended the 
Hump, to whom he made a canting Speech, 
as the Cuftom was then, hinting at a Free- 
State, and defired them to take Heed of 
Cavaliers and Fanaticks. Then, by Or- 
der of the Coancil of &tatc and laomp, 
he marched into the City, demanded die 
Afieflment they had refilled to pay, and 
direw down their Gates, Pofls and Chains. 
JFor this good Service, he was fb well re- 
warded by his then Mailers, that they 
reduc'd him from a General to a Colo- 
nel, only making hijm one of the Seven, 
who were to have the Command of the 
Army. Monk thus roughly handled, 
thought it high Time to lecure himftlf, 
and accordingly having recourfe to his 
own Forces, which he brought out of 
Scotland^ they refolved to ftand by him, 
to join with the City, and to declare for 
a Free Parliament. This was immediately 
put in Execution, and a Letter to that 
felfeft fent to the Speaker,, whilft all the 
Bells of the City were rung for Joy, and 
at Night all the Streets were full of Bon- 
fires. Next the ftcluded Members were 
fummoned to meet him at Wbite-Hally 
•whence they were cpudufted to the Houfe 
vf Commons J and there confirmed the Vote 
they had made in the Year 1548, when 
•they had been forced thence, That the 

Concejfiom 
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Concejjions of the late King were a fufficient 
Ground to proceed on for fettling the Peace 
of the Nation. This was in February 
1655. Next they' appointed Monk Gene- 
ral of aU the Forces in England^ Scot^ 
land and Ireland^ and liavihg ftttled a 
Council of State to govern the three Na- 
tions, on the 1 6th oi March enfiiing, diC- 
Iblved themfelves, after having taken upon, 
them to iflue Writs for the calling of ano- 
ther Farliament. 

Whilst the Council of State govern- 
ed, mambett, who had been committed to 
the ^ower^ making his Elcape, gathered 
a cohfiderable Body . of the difcontented 
Forces, which had been disbanded about 
Warwick \ but Colohe^ IngoVdshjy . lent by 
Gfeneral Monk^ caiily routed and took him 
Prilbner. This fettled Series of Confu- 
sions had ^o exhauftcd the People, that 
Opprcflion opening their Eyes, they began 
to perceive there' could never be any 
Hopes of Peace or Happmcls, 'till Ju- 
ffice were done to their much injured 
King. The Royalifts took Heart, and 
ventured to appear again \ the Idrcgbp^ 
ttriatli^, who liad been the Incendiaries,^ 
and let the Nation in a Flame, being in- 
tiJrely cruihed by the 3nficpEnDents^, tliought 
it their fefeft Courle to join with the.

though there ftill wanted the third Eflate, 
being the I^ords Spiritual, and the Head 
and Sovereign of them all, liz.

Thole two Estates fo con- 
vened, perceiving the whole Expeflation 
of the fb long opprefled People, lay upon 
them, to find fome Expediait to deliver 
them from fb many Calamities, took the 
true and only method for fecuring the

His 
Majeftv was ibon made &nfible of the 
Error He had been led into, by the Ma- 
iK^and Avarice of' thoie Who heirs in- 
tent uppn aggrandizing their ' own If ami* 
lies, r^ttrd^ not his Intereft, but made 
aU Preftiffcncs venal^ and did not ftick 

to 
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to ihare among chemfelvcs even thoie 
Eflates which the Bfurpcrit had taken 
from luch as had been their Enemies, 
and the King*8 fincere Friends. Thus 
was His Majefly put into the Hands of 
thole who were for making of Him a 
glorious Prince, in die lame Manner as 
they had done His Father 5 and indeed 
He was by Degrees brought to the Brink 
of Ruin. The Fanaticks never ceafed 
praftifing againft Him from His firft be- 
ing fettled on the Throne, 'till it plea(^ 
ed God to refcue Him, in His own 
Time, from their bloody Deilgns. They 
began early to difturb His Reign, and 
His Mercy encouraged them ftill to grow 
more infblent. What Affronts w«e not 
offered Him bj^ Lords arid Commons ? 
What greater E3cape could He have, af- 
ter His former, before the Reftoration, 
than diat He tod at Oxford^ ^ from the 
bloocty Deilgns there laid againft Him? 
Unlcfs it were that of the IBivt^liOvdty 
fo cloJe carry'4>i and lb near die £xe* 
cution, for deftroying at one Stroke 
all the Royal Familv> had not Provi- 
dence, in a Miraduous Manner, pre- 
vented and detefted iL TTie Oxford and 
the /^^-^(Wj/? Elcapes, may be reckon- 
ed Second and Third Reftoraticcis, that 
lacr^d Life was wonderjSilly both Times 

preferved. 
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prdenred, which reftored Happinels tx> 
to thefe KingdomSy whilft it ]a(ted 3 but 
it was too great a Blefliiig to be of long 
Contmuance, and it was decreed, that a 
peirerle People ihould fiiffer for dbelr lb- 
gratitude.

N" O Iboner had we rejefled that excel- 
lent Prince J who only had Rigbf^ 
by all Laws Human and Divine^ u reign 
over usy but prelently many of our Fel- 
low Subje£ls took upon diem to be our 
Princes, and to govern us arbitrarily at 
their own Pleafure, in order to their own 
avaritious and ambitious Ends* And that 
firft in an jfriftocratical Way, as a 5^- 
nate or Council of State^ wherein nothing 
could be done without Confent of fbme of 
the Nobility and Gentry^ But it was not 
long (after Royalty was g0|ie) but iVb- 
bility followed, and wais exduded alio. 
And tben came in Detnocracyy or the Go- 
vernment 
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vemment of the common People by their 
own Reprelentatives only ^ which encrcaA 
ed the Number of our Princes, and the 
Vileneft of our Slavery by the Meannefs of 
our Matters. But theft, their own Mer- 
cenariesy did quickly deprive them of the 
Power they had ulurped and abufed ^ and 
then came in Stratocracy^ or the Govern- 
ment by the Sword, and thereby we had 
as fnany Princes as there were Bajbaws 
or Majar-GeneraJsj who perhaps, if they 
had out-lived their great Suhan^ would 
have cantoned the Kingdom, and erefted 
their fcveral Provinces into to many fe-^ 
veral Principalities. But by this very 
Means the very Name of Liberty and 
Propertjj', which were before pretendec^ 
were quite taken away. Only there was 
LUerty enough, iand too muw, . indeed a 
lawfefs, boundleis Licence in Matter of 
Religion ; all Ways of worfhipping God 
being allowed, but the true onej and all 
admitted to tlse facred Funflion, but jiuch 
as were lawfully tailed xmto it-, in the 
mea» time every Seft had its Ileadj and 
every one that was Head of a Se0y was 
Prince of a Party ; ib that we have /een 
what it is to^have tnany Princes^ nay, we 
have felt it to be a fore Judgment by 
theterriWeEflrefts of it-, which did fpread 
themfelves over the Face, and through 

the 
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the Veins, and into the Bowels of tk 
three Kingdoms ; at oikc embracing, iiv- 
volving, and confounding all Places, Per- 
ibns, and all Conditio:is, publick and pri- 
vate, high and low, lacred and profane > 
For from the King ia his Throne, to the 
B^gar in the Duft, no Thing, Place or 
Perion almoil hath been without feeling 
iome or other the terrible £tfe& of this 
Judgment. How many have loft their 
Limbs, their Liberty, their Country, 
their Eftates, their Friends, and have 
been reduced to extream Poverty, both 
at home and abroad ? How many good- 
ly Buildings and Churches (the glorioos 
Evidences and Momuneots of our Ancef 
tors Piety and Charity) have been pro- 
faned and dciac'd ? How many poor 
innocent Perfbns of both Sexes, aU Ages, 
and all Conditions, have been either mur- 
dered, or baniihed, or impriibned, or op- 
prefled with Extortion of all Kinds, and 
of all Degrees, without any poflibility of 
Help, or Hope of Remedy ? LaiUy, 
How many poor Soulsy for which Chrift 
diedy have been betrayed into ReheIU$n 
and Sacrilege^ Scbifm and Herefyy Un- 
cbaritabJenefs and Cruelty ^ by the horrible 
jibufe oiPreachingyPrayingyFaJlingy Foivingj 
and all other the facred Ordinances of God ?
